Voted, that the Town does restrict the use of trailers by requiring 
that no house trailer shall be permitted to be used for habitation except 
by permission of the Selectmen after a public hearing thereon.

AGRICULTURAL DISTRICTS. (a) In any Agricultural Districts, as in- 
dicated on the Zoning Map, no building or other structure shall be 
erected, altered or used and no land shall be used or occupied for a 
purpose except one or more of the following: (1) Any use permitted in 
a Single, General Residence or Institutional District. (2) Farms, dairies, 
truck gardens, greenhouses, and natural ice harvesting activities. (3) 
Buildings or shelters for the sale of farm products, commonly called 
roadside stands, provided that a major portion of the products are rais- 
ed on the premises. (4) Forests, wood lots, portable wood working mills 
and machinery. (5) Airports and landing strips and buildings or struc- 
tures necessary thereto subject to the provisions of Section 21.” In Sec- 
tion ‘‘7.” by changing the same to Section “8.” and by changing ‘“four- 
teen” to “seventeen”; by adding after “five” in “1.” the words “six and 
seven”, by omitting “2. Apartment houses, subject to the provisions of 
Section eighteen and of other laws and by-laws”, the same having been 
transferred to Section 5, Par. 3; by changing the numbers ‘3., 4., 5., 6., 7. 
8., 9., 10.”, to read “2., 3., 4., 5., 6, 7., 8, and 9.”; and by changing “eigh- 
teen” in “6.”, “7.” and “8.” to “twenty-one” in each instance and by 
changing “seventeen” in “8.” to read “twenty” so that said Section. as 
amended will read as follows:—‘SECTION 8. BUSINESS DISTRICTS. 
In Business Districts, subject to the provisions of Sections 17 and 18, no 
building or structure and no alteration, enlargement or extension of ex- 
isting buildings or structures shall be designed, arranged and/or con- 
structed, and no land, buildings, structures, or parts thereof shall be 
used except for one or more of the following purposes: 1. Any purpose 
enumerated in Sections 4, 5, 6 and 7. 2. Retail stores and shops for cus- 
tom work or the making of articles to be sold at retail on the premises. 
3. Manufacturing clearly incidental to a retail business lawfully con- 
ducted on the premises shall be permitted in a Business District, omit- 
ting all that is in any way offensive, a nuisance or hazardous. 4. Offices. 
business or professional, and banks. 5. Restaurants and other places for 
serving food. 6. Places of business of baker, barber, caterer, clothes 
cleaner and presser, confectioner, decorator, dressmaker, dyer, electri- 
cian, florist, furrier, handfurrier, hairdresser, hand laundry, manicurist. 
milliner, newsdealer, optician, painter, paperhanger, photographer, print- 
er, publisher, shoemaker, shoe repairer, shoe shiner, tailor, upholsterer; 
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and, as provided in Section 21, the following: blacksmith, builder, car- 
penter, contractor, mason, plumber, roofer, tinsmith, upholsterer, under- 
taker, and similar uses which the Selectmen may, as provided in Section 
twenty-one in specific instances find to be compatible with the uses 
above mentioned. 7. Theatres, moving picture shows, bowling alleys, 
skating rinks, billiard rooms and similar commercial amusement places, 
subject to the provisions of Section 21. 8. Gasoline and oil stations, gar- 
ages for storage, salesrooms for motor vehicles, and stables, subject to 
the provisions of Sections 20 and 21. 9. Billboards, as regulated by law 
and by-law. In Section “8.” by changing the same to Section “9.”; by 
changing “fourteen”, “fifteen”, “seven”, “seventeen”, “eighteen”, so that 
the same shall respectively read instead as “seventeen”, “eighteen”, 
“eight”, “twenty”, and “twenty-one”; by striking out ‘3. Light manu- 
facturing, employing electricity and/or other unobjectionable motive 
power, utilizing hand labor and/or unobjectionable machinery and/or 
processes and free from neighborhood disturbing odors and/or other 
agencies subject to the provisions of Section eighteen.” and inserting in 
place thereof “3. Converting, fabricating, manufacturing, altering, fin- 
ishing or assembling provided that not more than one person shall be 
so employed for each thirty-five (35) square feet of floor area and in 
no case shall a total of more than seven thousand (7,000) square feet of 
the premises be devoted to such use.’, so that said Section as hereby 
amended shall read as follows:—SECTION 9. LIGHT INDUSTRIAL 
DISTRICTS. In light industrial districts, subject to the provisions of 
Sections 17 and 18, no building or structure and no alteration, enlarge- 
ment or extension of an existing building or structure shall be designed, 
arranged and/or constructed, and no land, building, structures or parts 
thereof shall be used except for one or more of the following purposes: 
1. Any purpose permitted under Sections 4, 5, 7 and 8, subject, as stated 
in Sections 4, 5 and 8 to the provisions of Section 20 and 21. 2. Lumber, 
fuel, feed and ice establishments, contractors’ yards, and automobile re- 
pair shops subject to the provisions of Sections 20 and 21. 3. Converting, 
fabricating, manufacturing, altering, finishing or assembling provided 
that not more than one person shall be so employed for each thirty-five 
(35) square feet of floor area and in no case shall a total of more than 
seven thousand (7,000) square feet of the premises be devoted to such 
use. 4. Nothwithstanding the provisions of this Section or of Section 21, 
no use shall be permitted which would be offensive because of injurious 
or obnoxious noise, vibration, smoke, gas, fumes, odors, dust or other 
objectionable features, or be hazardous to the community on account of 
fire or explosion or any other cause. No permit shall be granted under 
this or eny other Section for any use which would prove injurious to 
the safety or welfare of the neighborhood into which it proposes to go, 
and destructive of property values, because of any excessive nuisance 
qualities. By adding and inserting a new “Section 10. Heavy Industrial 
Districts” as follows:—SECTION 10. HEAVY INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS. 
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(a) PERMITTED USES. In any Heavy Industrial District, as indicated 
on the Zoning Map, no building or other structure shall be erected, al- 
tered or used and no land shall be used or occupied for any purpose 
except one or more of the following: (1) For residence purposes, pro- 
vided that the land so located in an Industrial District is part of a sub- 
division plan duly recorded PRIOR to the enactment of this by-law. 
(2) Any business or agricultural use permitted in an Agricultural, Busi- 
ness or Light Industrial District. (3) Any industrial purpose, except 
those contained in the following list which may be allowed only after a 
public hearing before the Board of Appeals: Acetylene gas, cyanide 
compound or oxygen manufacture. Asphalt manufacturing or refining. 
Chlorine or Bleaching Powder manufacture. Creosote manufacture. Dis- 
tillation of coal or wood. Drop Forge shop. Explosives, fireworks or 
ammunition manufacture. Fertilizer manufacture. Fumigation plants. 
Glue or size manufacture from fish or animal offal. Gypsum, cement, 
plaster or plaster of paris manufacture. Incineration or reduction of or 
dumping of offal, garbage or refuse on a commercial basis (except where 
controlled by the town). Junk yard, junk storage, scrapping of autos 
and parts and the salvage thereof. Linoleum manufacture. Match manu- 
facture. Paint and lacquer manufacture. Petroleum refining and the 
bulk storage of petroleum products. Pyroxylin plastic manufacture. 
Rubber, natural or synthetic, or gutta-percha manufactured from crude 
or scrap material. Sewage disposal plant (Except where controlled by 
the town). Soap, tallow, grease or lard manufacture. Slaughterhouse. 
Sulphurous, sulphuric, nitric or hydrochloric acid manufacture. Tannery. 
Tar or asphalt roofing manufacture. Tar products manufacture. Tire re- 
capping or retreading. All other enterprises or uses commonly regarded 
as hazardous or offensive. In “Section 9” by changing the same to ‘“‘Sec- 
tion 11.” and by changing “13” to “16” in “b’. By adding and inserting 
a new “Section 12. Agricultural Districts.’ as follows: “SECTION 12. 
AGRICULTURAL DISTRICTS. A residence building shall conform to 
the height provisions of Residence Districts. For other buildings allowed 
in this District there shall be no height restrictions.” In ‘Section 10.” 
by changing the same to “Section 13” and in “(b)” changing “Section 9” 
to “Section 11”. In “Section 11.” by changing the same to “Section 14.”; 
by inserting after “residence” the words “and agricultural”, by inserting 
after “6” the words “and 7’, by adding and inserting after the words 
“not under 4500 square feet per family” a new regulation reading:—“No 
residence lot shall hereafter be laid out with a frontage of less than 
fifty (50) feet’ and by adding and inserting after the words “may be 
used” these words: “and any lot on which more than one house existed 
at that time, may be divided and sold to separate owners”, so that said 
Section as hereby amended shall read as follows:—AREA REGULA- 
TIONS. SECTION 14. In residence and agricultural districts, as provided 
in section 4, 5, 6 and 7, land laid out after the adoption of this By-Law 
shall provide for each family the following minimum lot areas: In a 
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one-family house, not under 7,500 square feet per family. In a semi- 
detached house, not under 5,000 square feet per family. In a two-family 
house, not under 4,500 square feet per family. No residence lot shall 
hereafter be laid out with a frontage of less than fifty (50) feet. Any 
lot duly recorded at the time this By-Law is adopted may be used, and 
any lot on which more than one house existed at that time, may be 
divided and sold to separate owners. In “Section 12” by changing the 
same to “Section 15”. In “Section 13” by changing the same to “Section 
16”; by striking out the words “neighborhood store” and inserting in 
place thereof the words “agricultural”; by striking out the first sentence 
of “Area B” and inserting in place thereof this sentence: “Area B, no 
building to be placed within 20 feet of either side of the street line of 
Falmouth Heights Avenue and Grand Avenue West from the Northerly 
side of Chapel Park Avenue to East Main Street”, so that said Section 
as hereby amended shall read as follows:—“YARDS. SECTION 16. 
FRONT YARDS. In residence, institutional and agricultural districts, as 
indicated on the Map, there shall be provided in front of every building 
a front yard of at least twenty-five feet in clear width between the 
building and the lines of the way or ways on which the building lot 
abuts, and no new building or structure shall be moved, altered, recon- 
structed or enlarged so that a front yard less in clear depth shall result. 
Projecting eaves and uncovered steps shall not be considered as coming 
within the meaning of this Section. Where to an extent of fifty per cent 
of the frontage space between two intersecting streets, or in a space of 
one hundred feet in both directions on the same side of a street, front 
yards of greater uniform depth than twenty-five feet have been estab- 
lished, by common agreement, or by private building restrictions, or 
through common usage, such front yards shall, notwithstanding any other 
provision of this by-law, be and remain the front yard space for such 
street or portion of street. Where in a similar space there is a variety 
in depth, all being above twenty-five feet, the minimum shall remain 
the required front yard depth. Area A, restricted to a 5 foot building 
line on streets, no part of building, piazza or steps to project over said 
5 foot line. No building to be placed within 10 feet of any other build- 
ing. Area B, no building to be placed within 20 feet of either side of the 
street line of Falmouth Heights Avenue and Grand Avenue West from 
the Northerly side of Chapel Park Avenue to East Main Street. On other 
streets in Area B nothing but uncovered steps to piazza floor or first 
floor of building shall project beyond a 15 foot building restriction line. 
No dwelling shall be placed within 20 feet of another dwelling. No gar- 
age shall be placed within 40 feet of the front line on lot on which 
garage is built. Where houses have been built within Area B and re- 
striction lines of not less than 10 feet have been established by record 
said restriction lines are approved for that development only. In “Sec- 
tion 14” by changing the same to “Section 17”. In “Section 15” by chang- 
ing the same to “Section 18”. In “Section 16” by changing the same to 
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“Section 19”. In “Section 17” by changing the same to “Section 20”. In 
“Section 18” by changing the same to “Section 21”; and by changing 
“Section 7” to “Section 8” and “Section 8” to “Section 9”; by striking 
out the word “received” and inserting in place thereof the word “grant- 
ed”. In “Section 19” by changing the same to “Section 22”. In “Section 
20” by changing the same to “Section 23”. In “Section 21” by changing 
the same to “Section 24”, and by striking out “Section 18” and inserting 
in place thereof “Sections 10 and 21”. In “Section 22” by changing the 
same to “Section 25”. In “Section 23” by changing the same to “Section 
26”. In “Section 24” by changing the same to “Section 27”; by striking 
‘out the words “tend to improve the status of the neighborhood” and 
inserting in place thereof the words “not be harmful to adjacent prop- 
erties’; by striking out “(c)” and inserting in place thereof “(c). Per- 
mit as an accessory use the conduct of such a business as a painter, 
carpenter, plumber, electrician or similar use in a dwelling or accessory 
building, conducted only by the occupants of the dwelling, provided it 
does not change the nature of the district, and no manufacturing, alter- 
ing, finishing or assembling is done on the premises.”; by striking out 
in “(g)” “eleven, twelve and thirteen” and inserting in place thereof 
“fourteen, fifteen and sixteen” so that said Section 24 as hereby amended 
shall read: “SECTION 27. EXCEPTIONS UNDER SPECIFIC RULES. 
When in its judgment the public convenience and welfare will be sub- 
stantially served, and where such exception will not be harmful to ad- 
jacent properties, the Board of Appeals may in specific cases, after pub- 
lic notice, give a hearing, and subject to appropriate conditions and 
safeguards, determine and vary the application of the district regulations 
herein established in harmony with their general purpose and intent as 
follows: (a) Permit the alteration of existing dwellings or buildings lo- 
cated in a Single Residence District into four apartments provided that 
such alteration shall not cause any material change in the exterior of 
such existing dwellings. (b) Permit temporary and conditional structures 
and uses that do not conform to the regulations herein prescribed, pro- 
vided that no permit shall be for more than a one-year period and fur- 
ther provided that no permit shall be renewed until all abutters have 
been notified and public notice given in the manner provided in Chap- 
ter 40 Sec. 30 of the General Laws. (c) Permit as an accessory use the 
conduct of such a business as a painter, carpenter, plumber, electrician 
or similar use in a dwelling or accessory building, conducted only by 
the occupants of the dwelling, provided it does not change the nature 
of the district, and no manufacturing, altering, finishing or assembling 
is done on the premises. (d) Permit a garage as accessory to a hotel, 
subject to the provisions of Section 20. This shall be done only where 
the lot size is such as to make possible no injury to the neighborhood. 
(e) Permit an ice house, with due consideration of its appearance and 
effect upon the residential or other nature of the community. (f) Per- 
mit a roadside stand for the sale of only the products of the land of the 
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owner, provided that it observes the front yard regulations and complies 
with ali conditions imposed by the Board of Appeals. (g) Permit bath 
houses on beach or shore lots of small areas not conforming with Sec- 
tions 14, 15 and 16 but no bath house erected on any such lot shall be 
permitted to be used as a habitation, and there shall be a side yard not 
less than five (5) feet in clear width between the side of any house 
erected thereon and the side line of said lot, said side yard to be ai all 
points cleur from the front to the rear line of said house. By inserting 
a new Section 28 as follows: “SECTION 28. REPETITIVE PETITIONS— 
BEFORE BOARD OF APPEALS. No appeal or petition under Para- 
graph 38, Section 30, Chapter 40 of the General Laws as amended for a 
variance from the terms of this By-Law with respect to a particular 
parcel of land, and no application under Section 30 for a special ex- 
ception to the terms of this By-Law, which has been unfavorably acted 
upon by the Board of Appeals shall be considered on its merits by said 
Board within two (2) years after the date of such unfavorable action 
except with the consent of all the members of the Planning Board.” By 
inserting a new Section 29 as follows: “SECTION 29. REPETITIVE 
PETITIONS—BEFORE TOWN MEETINGS. No proposed by-law making 
a change in this Zoning By-Law which has been unfavorably acted upon 
by the Town Meeting shall be considered on its merits by the Town 
Meeting within two (2) years after the date of such unfavorable action, 
unless adoption of such proposed by-law is recommended in the final 
report of the Planning Board, as required by Section 27, Chapter 40 of 
the General Laws as amended.” In Section 25 by changing the same 
to “Section 30”. By inserting a new Section 31 as follows: “SECTION 31. 
CONTINUANCE OF FORMER BY-LAWS REPEAL. The provisions of 
this By-Law, so far as they are the same as those of existing by-laws, 
shall be construed as continuations thereof and not as new enactments. 
A reference in a By-Law, which has not been repealed, to provisions of 
By-Laws which are revised and reenacted herein shall be construed as 
applying to such provisions as so incorporated herein. All By-Laws or 
parts of By-Laws heretofore passed, inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.” By inserting a new Section 32 as follows: “SECTION 32. 
VALIDITY. The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law 
shall not invalidate any other section or provision thereof.” By changing 
“Section 26” to “Section 33”. Or take any other appropriate action con- 
cerning amendments or additions to the Zoning By-Law.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Falmouth for 
the period from August 25, 1946, the date of the previous ex- 
amination, to June 11, 1947, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on 
the books of the several departments receiving or disbursing 
money, were examined and checked. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were compared 
with the treasurer’s books and with the records in the several 
departments collecting money for the town or committing 
bills for collection. The recorded payments were checked 
with the treasury warrants and with the disbursements as 
shown by the treasurer’s books. The appropriations and 
transfers as recorded were checked with the town clerk’s 
records of financial votes passed at town meeting and with 
the finance committee’s authorizations of transfers from the 
reserve fund. A trial balance was taken off showing the 
ledger to be in balance, and a balance sheet, showing the fi- 
nancial condition of the town on June 11, 1947, was prepared 
and is appended to this report. This balance sheet shows that 
the town is in excellent financial condition. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The receipts were analyzed 
and checked with the records of the several departments col- 
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lecting money for the town and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury, while the pay- 
ments were compared with the selectmen’s warrants author- 
izing the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash balance 
on June 11, 1947 was verified by actual count of the cash in 
the office and by reconciliation of the bank balances with 
statements furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust, investment, and retirement funds in 
the custody of the town treasurer and the trustees were ex- 
amined and listed. The income was proved and the disburse- 
ments and transfers to the town were verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined and checked. The recorded redemptions 
of tax titles and sales of tax possessions were checked with 
the treasurer’s recorded receipts and with the records in the 
Registry of Deeds. The tax titles and tax possessions on hand 
were listed and proved with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The deductions from employees’ salaries on account of 
federal taxes were listed and proved with the treasurer’s re- 
corded receipts. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The taxes outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination and all subsequent commitment lists 
were audited and compared with the assessors’ warrants for 
their collection. The payments to the treasurer were verified, 
the abatements were checked with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were list- 
ed and proved with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of departmental and water accounts were 
also examined and checked, the payments to the treasurer 
and the abatements being verified, and the outstanding ac- 
counts being listed and proved. 

Verification of the outstanding tax and water accounts 


was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
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and from the replies received it appears that the accounts, 
as listed, are correct. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined 
and checked in detail. The records of dog and sporting 
licenses issued and the receipts from miscellaneous licenses 
and permits were examined and checked. The payments to 
the State and the town were verified, and the cash on hand 
was proved by actual count. 

The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men were examined and checked, and the recorded col- 
lections were compared with the payments to the treasurer. 

The surety bonds furnished by town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 

The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and mea- 
sures and of the police, fire, health, school, and library de- 
partments, as well as of all other departments collecting 
money for the town, were examined and checked, and the 
payments to the treasurer were verified. 

It is recommended that cash received in connection with 
the activities at the recreation building be promptly paid into 
the town treasury, as required by Section 53, Chapter 44, Gen- 
eral Laws. 

There are appended to this report, in addition to the bal- 
ance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, tax 
possession, departmental, and water accounts, aS well as 
tables showing the condition and transactions of the trust, 
investment, and retirement funds. 

While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was re- 
ceived from the several officials of the town, for which, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The usual annual audit of the town’s books show the 
town to be in excellent financial condition. 


The board has continued this past year its policy of re- 
placing road bounds and recommend a continuation until 
such times as all town roads are properly bound. 


There are at present two suits against the town pending. 
One, James Connelly vs. the Town of Falmouth for damages 
claimed from raising the approach to Great Pond Bridge af- 
ter the 1944 hurricane. The other is for an adjustment for 
land taken from Sophia McLean in the Woods Hole Main 
Street widening. 


There is also an appeal before the appelate tax board 
pending, Winslow Carleton, Woods Hole, vs the Town of Fal- 
mouth. 


The County Commissioners have made the following a- 
wards for land damages for widening Woods Hole and Sand- 
wich Roads.

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The Selectmen, in accordance with the vote of the town 
have laid out the following roads: Haddon Ave. from Main 
Street te end of road; Lake Lehman Road a distance of 800 
feet; Moreland Road a distance of 800 feet; Teaticket Path 
from present layout to the end of the road; Oak Street from 
Gifford Street to Hamblin Ave.; Fresh Pond Road widening; 
Laurel Street and Wild Harbor Ave. at Silver Beach; Hamlin 
Point Ave. and Standish Ave.; and Nobska Road widening at 
Woods Hole. 


Final legal action is in the process of completion of these 
roads. 


We have also laid out for widening King Street and Gif- 
ford Street corners.

On the above roads no land damages have been claimed. 


Land damage will be asked on the widening of Main and 
Gifford Streets but no amount has been set until such time 
as entry has been made. 


As members of the Distributing Board we have met with 
the Board of Registrars to determine a more equal distribu- 
tion of town meeting members and have divided the pre- 
cincts as follows:—

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report of work done on the highways 
for the year 1947. 


Extensive new damage was done to Beach Road by the 
November 12th storm, after the damage caused by the hur- 
ricane had previously been repaired. The rip rapping at 
Beach Road has been completed and I have also rebuilt eight 
hundred feet of rip rapping. The asphalt will be put down 
in the Spring. 


The damage at Acapesket Road that was caused by the 
November storm has been repaired with rip rapping. $10,000. 
was granted me at the special town meeting to repair the 
damage caused by the November 12th storm. 


Six thousand three hundred and forty-nine feet of road 
was rebuilt on the Old State Highway, running westerly from 
Route 28, Palmer Avenue, and rejoining Route 28, in West 
Falmouth, under Chapter 90 Maintenance, which completes 
the rebuilding of this road. This work was done by the High- 
way Department. 


Under Chapter 90, New Construction, there were four 
thousand five hundred and fifty feet of road built at Sand- 
wich Road. This work was done by William A. Jones, Inc. of 
Barnstable. 


The 1947 Chapter 90, New Construction, has been started 
and the work will be completed in the Spring of 1948. 
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The following new roads have been built by this depart- 
ment in 1947: Nobska Road, in its new location; The Fells 
Road, a distance of one thousand two hundred feet; Beebe 
Acres, a distance of one thousand eight hundred and fifty 
feet; Locustfield Road, a distance of one thousand feet; Bos- 
ton Street, one thousand feet; Bourne Street, one thousand 
feet; Davisville Road, ten thousand one hundred feet; two 
thousand feet of sidewalk were built on the East side of Sand- 
wich Road; eight hundred feet of new sidewalk were built on 
Route 28, Palmer Avenue. 


Considerable time and labor has been devoted this year 
to resurfacing and seal coating several town roads. This 
necessary work is of great benefit and the temporary aid 
given each road helps greatly in the preservation of our en- 
tire road system. Our method of resurfacing with pea stone 
has proved satisfactory. The new surface thus applied has 
stood up in all kinds of weather. Listed are the roads which 
have been seal coated during 1947 with sand and stone: Old 
County Road, Waquoit, one mile; Church Street, one-half 
mile; Cross Street, one-half mile; Meadowneck Road, one 
mile; Old Silver Beach Road, North Falmouth, two miles; 
Acapesket Road, one mile; Menauhant Road, one mile; King 
Street, Falmouth, one mile; Moorland Road, one-half mile; 
Millfield Street, Woods Hole, three tenths of a mile; Gard- 
ner Road, five tenths of a mile; North Street, one-half mile; 
West Street, three tenths of a mile; Gosnold Road, two tenths 
of a mile; Church Street, one-half mile; Orchard Street, two 
tenths of a mile; High Street, two tenths of a mile; Pleasant 
Street, two tenths of a mile; Middle Street, two tenths of a 
mile; Whitman Road, three tenths of a mile; Old State High- 
way, one mile; Davisville Road, two miles. A distance of ap- 
proximately fifteen miles. 


Considerable patching and maintenance has been neces- 
sary on all roads this year and all roads are now passable and 
in fair condition. All gravel roads have been scraped and 
graded several times during the year and are now in first 
class shape. 
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The drains in most streets have been cleaned and kept 
in first class condition. New drains have been installed on 
Clinton and Scranton Avenues. 


Street signs have been painted and erected in various 
sections of the town where lettering on old signs had become 
unreadable. New signs have been erected where needed. 
This work is continued every year. 


Traffic signs have been erected where specified by the 
Selectmen, the work being done by the Highway Department. 


New motors were purchased in 1947 for the Asphalt Plant 
which have proved to be a very great help to the department 
in expediting our work. Also a new truck has been purchased 
by the department. 


The steel work on Eel Pond Bridge, Old Silver Beach 
Bridge, Meadowneck Bridge, the railroad bridge on the North 
Falmouth to Hatchville Road has been painted, which was 
very necessary as they were in very bad condition. Wooden 
and cement railings in different sections of the town have 
been painted where needed, as this work is continued from 
year to year. 


Snow and ice removal have been taken care of and clean- 
ed up in the usual way. 


In conclusion may I say that the department’s equip- 
ment is in fairly good shape. 


I want to express my thanks and appreciation to the 
heads of all departments and to my entire personnel for 
the splendid co-operation I have received throughout the 
year.

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Report of Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


In 1947, 15,897 Browntail nests were collected during the 
winter months. They were cut and burned. 


The tent caterpillar webs and fall web worms were not 
cut this year but were sprayed with the new blower and it 
was a more successful method. The Elm trees were sprayed 
three times for prevention of the Dutch Elm Disease with 
D.D.T. concentration. 231 elm trees of the town have been 
trimmed for prevention of Dutch Elm Disease. New trees have 
been planted and fertilized. The usual tree trimming has 
been carried on as well as possible. Home owners are urged 
to plant more trees on their property, not only for the shade 
and beauty but also because they will give more property 
value. Dutch Elm Disease is a serious threat to the American 
Elm. Thousands of trees have been killed by it and in areas 
where control is not actively prosecuted the number of di- 
seased elms has increased dangerously. Diseased elms are a 
source of infection beside being unsightly and dangerous to 
users of public highways. In Quincy this year about 150 elms 
have been removed with this horrible pest called Dutch Elm 
Disease at a cost of over $100. for each tree. We must make 
a concerted effort in Falmouth to eliminate conditions which 
would favor the spread of this disease. Prevention measures 
are the only safeguard. Destroy sickly elms, remove bark and 
burn it at once. Do not pile the elm wood in the open unless 
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it has been peeled. Spray all elms to control leaf eating in- 
sects. Keep elms in a healthy growing condition. Notify your 
Tree Warden immediately when you notice any of the 
symptoms. 


Beware of irresponsible men calling themselves “experts” 


who condemn your trees. Remember only a laboratory test 
can determine whether your elm is diseased.

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Report of Moth Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Moth Superintendent for 
the year 1947. 


Creosoting of Gypsy Moth egg clusters was done in the 
early spring and some in the late fall. Spraying for Elm Leaf 
Beetle and Gypsy Moths was taken care of as much as pos- 
sible. The Sprayers are in a very good condition for another 
year. 


Iam asking for $2500.00 to prevent the Dutch Elm Disease 
from getting a foot hold here in this town by pruning out as 
much dead wood as possible. 1272 elms were counted in the 
entire town last year. This year 231 elms have already been 
trimmed leaving us 1041 more elms still to be trimmed. I am 
also asking $3500.00 for spraying elms with D.D.T. for preven- 
tion of Dutch Elm Disease. 909 acres of airplane spraying for 
Gypsy Moth control was done with great success for $1500.00. 
This year I hope to do twice as much, as I am asking for 
$3000.00 for airplane spraying. 


Very satisfactory results have been obtained by spraying 
with D.D.T. before the foliage appears. Young caterpillars 
are killed by coming in contact with the D.D.T. residue on 
branches and twigs. 
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This is no time, however to relax our vigilance because 
this pest, as we know by experience, multiplies rapidly and in 
a very few years we will find the town heavily infested un- 
less we continue to take preventive measures. 


With Dutch Elm Disease at our back door, owners of elms 
should contact the Moth Superintendent or a capable private 
concern to have their elms sprayed with D.D.T. concentration 
to help control the elm bark beetle carrier which spreads the 
disease. 


Iam asking $500. for prevention of Japanese Beetle which 
is a horrible pest also.

Report of Shore Erosion Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The Shore Erosion Committee herewith submits its re- 
port for the year 1947. 


The second unit of the committee’s program was con- 
structed at Silver Beach. The winter’s storms had scoured 
the full length of the beach severely, undermining the sea 
walls and threatening to cause heavy property damage. It 
was decided to give the Silver Beach jetties priority over the 
Menauhant section, which had been selected as the next unit 
to be built. Three long jetties were built between the harbor 
breakwater and the last house at the southerly end of the 
beach. 


The Surf Drive section between the Moors Bathhouse and 
the Salt Pond Outlet was selected as the third unit to be 
built. The shore line in this location had been washing away 
rapidly with recent storms breaking into the traveled road- 
way. The contract for five jetties has just been let for this 
unit and work will be started this winter. 


Requests for shore protection along Racing Beach were 
received from all property owners in this section. The road 
along the waterfront is being damaged by storms and in time 
will be washed away unless something is done to prevent it. 
As this road is a private way, the committee, together with 
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the Director of State Waterways, feel that public funds should 
not be spent on its protection until all public roads have been 
taken care of first. 


Requests were received for the construction of jetties 
to protect the outlets of Eel Pond at Menauhant and of Greens 
Pond at Acapesket. These outlets are in the program but 
will have to wait until more urgent work is completed. 


The program for Shore Protection is progressing slowly 
due to the limited funds available in the State Waterway 
Department’s budget. The Town and County funds that are 
available are more than the State can match for several years, 
unless its yearly budget is substantially increased.

The Town Survey Committee herewith submits its report 
for the year 1947. 


Due to the increased activity in real estate transfers, the 
office had to curtail the service rendered in the past to the 
public in general and the various town departments. All of 
the time that the appropriation would allow had to be spent 
on plotting deeds, plans, subdivisions and incidental work. 
The deeds have been plotted up to Jan. 1, 1947, and the trac- 
ings are now being corrected to that date. 


Unfinished areas in all parts of the town have been sur- 
veyed and plotted, leaving only a few scattered questionable 
parcels to be solved. The shore line from Menauhant to the 
Moors was re-run and plotted to correct the areas of all shore 
properties. 


The lack of an aerial survey of Falmouth is a great handi- 
cap to the office and the Town should not delay in having 
one made.

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Dumps Report 


There were eight trucking and six garbage licenses is- 
sued during 1947, beside that of the Town Contractor for the 
collection of rubbish and garbage. 


The Superintendent at the Gifford Street dump reports 
that over 14,000 loads of all kinds have been brought to that 
dump in 1947. It is the only dump where garbage may be 
taken as the Gifford Street dump is the only one that has 
facilities for burning. A great many large stumps and roots 
are being brought in which are taking up a great deal of 
space. This will necessitate hiring a crane to move them 
back in a pile so that they may eventually be burned. 


The dump at East Falmouth is still being policed to pre- 
vent further dumping although it has been closed to the 
public for four years. 


The dump at North Falmouth takes care of the rubbish 
in that part of the town.

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Report of Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Park Commissioners hereby submit their annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1947. 


Due to the illness of Commissioner Ellis Lewis, the new- 
ly elected commissioners met with him at an informal meet- 
ing at the Barnstable County Sanatorium to discuss organiz- 
ation and program for the current year. We are pleased to 
announce that Mr. Lewis returned to active duty at a meeting 
held April 11, 1947, and has given constant service since that 
date. The organization meeting was held February 26, 1947, 
and on March 28, 1947, Roland Scannell was appointed Park 
Superintendent for the year. 


All parks, beaches and projects were inspected immedi- 
ately after organization and plans were developed for an 
early start of the year’s work. On March 22, 1947, the Boy 
Scouts started Saturday patrols of the Town Beach. A Park 
Department employee continued the beach clean-up until 
the regular season was under way. Large quantities of broken 
glass was picked up early in the season and before it was cov- 
ered with the dry shifting sand. This helped to make the 
beach safe for bathers and no accidents were reported for 
the season. 


Members of the Park Board conferred constantly with 
sponsors of articles authorizing work on the baseball fields 
at North Falmouth and Woods Hole. This work was com- 
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pleted for the opening of the baseball season and gave each 
locality a fine infield and an enlarged and playable outfield. 
Further improvement is necessary for each location. 


The Board acknowledges the gift of fill for the Woods 
Hole outfield from Sidney W. Lawrence and Frank E. Mc- 
lean both of Woods Hole. 


All Parks were kept in the best of condition all summer. 
Benches were painted and during November the fence on 
the Village Green was repaired and painted. 


Special attention was given to the beaches. The wading 
pool at the Town Beach was deepened and enlarged and judg- 
ing from the number who used it, the improvement was ap- 
preciated. The sand was dragged out to form dunes in front 
of the parking area and beach grass was planted on the 
dunes. The beaches were in fine condition all summer ex- 
cept for a few days when an unexplained shift of sea weed 
covered large areas. Extra help and equipment was employ- 
ed to cope with this emergency so that it was not allowed to 
become a menace. 


The floats built during the previous year were judged to 
be unpractical and unsafe and were not put in the water. 
The one diving raft was placed at the Town Beach during 
July and August and then towed to the Falmouth Heights 
Beach for a water carnival. In a special article we are ask- 
ing for another diving raft so that there will be one at each 
of the beaches all summer. 


Sand fence was installed and beach grass planted on the 
dunes and barren area in an effort to eliminate further sand 
drift. While this has not been in effect long enough to prove 
its value, indications are that this project is basically sound 
and should be continued. 


At the request of the Falmouth Board of Trade and in 
co-operation with the Cape Cod Chamber of Commerce, a 
longer season is planned for in 1948. Bathing beach facilities 
were closed this year after Labor Day but large crowds con- 
tinued to use the beaches through September. They were 
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without any protection or comfort facilities. We hope to cor- 
rect this condition in the future. 


The Park Board took over the care of Goodwill Park. 
The roadways and intersections were improved by cutting out 
the heavy underbrush. 


In accordance with a vote at the Special Town Meeting, 
the Board purchased 18 acres of land on the Davisville Road 
in East Falmouth for a new playground. 


An open meeting to discuss bathhouse facilities at the 
Town Beach and parking conditions on Surf Drive was ad- 
vertised and held on December 17, 1947, in the conference 
room at the Police Station. Members of the Finance Sub- 
Committee on parks attended. Further meetings to discuss 
the program budget for 1948 and to inspect all park property 
were arranged for with this Finance Sub-Committee. 


The members of the Park Board take this opportunity 
to thank the various individuals and organizations who have 
co-operated and given their assistance during the past year.

The annual diphtheria immunization clinics were held 
on October 7, October 28, November 18, and December 9, un- 
der the supervision of the Health Department, School Depart- 
ment and Falmouth Nursing Association. The inoculations 
were given by Harold O. Hunt, M.D. Seventy-three pre-school 
children and twelve school children were immunized. This 
makes a total of 26385 immunizations since 1923 when the 
clinics were first started. 
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The regulation requiring all persons desiring to construct 
a cesspool to first receive a permit from the Board of Health 
as to location of such a cesspool is being strictly enforced. 
One hundred and forty-seven inspections have been made 
and permits issued. 


All cattle have been inspected and inoculated according 
to the State Regulations. All barns have been inspected and 
a complete census taken of all live stock. 


Water and Milk samples have been taken upon request 
and reported upon. 


Recreational camps and overnight camps in the town 
have been licensed, and inspected and approved for sanita- 
tion and water supply by the State Department of Public 
Health. 


All restaurants and stores have been inspected several 
times during the year and recommended changes have been 
made when requested to do so. All complaints have been in- 
vestigated and acted upon. 


Culture tubes, all serums and vaccines are Kept in a freez- 
ing unit in the Health Department office and are available 
at all times to the physicians of the town. 


This department wishes to thank the physicians of Fal- 
mouth, Dr. Julius Kelley and his staff at the Barnstable 
County Sanatorium, all County Health officers, Dr. Harold 
W. Stevens, District Health Officer for the State Department, 
the School Department, Falmouth Nursing Association and 
all other agencies that have co-operated with us, for their 
support and assistance during the year.

Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Ambu- 
lance Committee, Ray D. Wells, Chairman; Dr. Thomas A. 
Wiswall, Dr. Harold O. Hunt, Deputy Chief George Ferris and 
Marguerite Kendall, Secretary, for the year ending December 
31, 1947. 


In February, 1947, tentative specifications for the new 
ambulance were discussed, and Chief Wells was empowered 
to draw up specifications, with copies to be sent to the fol- 
lowing out of town companies: Troy Co. in Boston; Henney 
Motor Co., Freeport, Ill.; and the Flexible, Hess and Hisen- 
hardt, Rosemoyne, Ohio. Bids were also asked for in the local 
paper, reserving the right of the Ambulance Committee to re-~ 
ject or accept any or all bids. 


In March, bids from the above Companies were received 
and discussed, and it was voted to accept the bid from the 
Flexible, Hess and Eisenhardt, providing the town with a 
Sears and Scovil body on a Cadillac chassis. Chief Wells was 
instructed to contact said Company and arrange for the pur- 
chase of the same. 


$1,500.00 was allowed as turn in value on the old ambu- 
lance. The cost to be approximately $6,468.75, less tax. The 
price of Motorola Radio to be $325.00 extra, less tax. 


In July it was voted to add to the specifications an auxil- 
iary light and an E. and J. recusitator. 
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On September 18, the new ambulance arrived in Fal- 
mouth, specifications were checked before being driven from 
the factory to Falmouth by Chief Wells. 


During the year the ambulance made 194 trips, covering 
13,779 miles, using 1247 gallons of gas and 79 quarts of oil. 
There were 171 residents and 22 non-residents transported. 
19 patients were transported for the Welfare Department, 14 
for the Police Department, 2 for the Board of Health and 14 
were Old Age recipients.

Report of the Committee to Investigate 
the School Building Needs 


of the Town 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Committee appointed at the Annual Town Meeting 
in February 1946 has continued to function throughout 1947. 
During the year fifteen regular meetings have been held and 
nine additional meetings at which members of this commit- 
tee appeared before local organizations. The Educational 
Consultant has been in attendance at four meetings and the 
Architect at six. A large percentage of the meetings have 
been devoted to a discussion of a site for the proposed high 
school and with a view to keeping the Planning Board. in- 
formed, they have been in attendance at seven of the regular 
meetings. 


The report of the Educational Consultant which follows 
this report is devoted to the selection of a site. The concensus 
of opinion of experts seems to be that from twelve to twenty- 
five acres are desirable for a high school such as Falmouth 
needs. Many towns have built on sites that were too small 
and have regretted it later. 


A bulletin of the New England Development Council 
states, “Our land is dotted with too many school houses that 
stand as unfortunate monuments to the short-sighted and 
wasteful planning of communities.”

Preliminary Statement 


In the development of a modern secondary school pro- 
gram of education the site is just as much a part of the es- 
sential equipment as are the classrooms, laboratories and 
shops. The selection of a satisfactory site is a very important 
responsibility, not only in providing for an immediate need, 
but in planning for future developments in the growth of the 
community. 


Your consultant, in preparing this report, has brought 
to bear on the local problem the best published authorities 
available. The standards quoted in this document are those 
in which the authorities are in agreement. The sources used 
are listed below. 


Connecticut School Building Code. 


Strayer and Englehardt, Standards for 
High School Buildings. 


National Education Association, Report on 
Schoolhouse Planning. 


Publications of the National Council on 
Schoolhouse Construction. 


New England School Development Council, 
How to Choose a School Site. 
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The selection of a site for a high school involves a num- 
ber of factors that must be given careful consideration. 
Among those of greatest importance are adequacy of size, 
favorable environment, centrality and accessability, and the 
proper orientation of the building. These factors will be pre- 
sented according to the criteria established by the aforemen- 
tioned authorities. 


Adequate Size 


Of first importance is the size of the site to be chosen 
for a new high school building. Too many schools find them- 
selves seriously handicapped today because the planners of 
a generation ago did not take into consideration some of the 
essential factors presented below: 


1. Space for a modern high school building to house 
800 or more pupils, with the necessary approaches and de- 
sirable landscaping would require an overall area of about 
160,000 sq. ft. 


2. This allotted area for the building itself must also 
provide for possible future additions to the building without 
interfering with the other assigned areas. 


3. A modern program of education reaches beyond the 
confines of the building itself. This means much more than 
an athletic field for competitive sports. It involves a daily 
out-of-door program of physical and health education. This 
requires separate areas for boys and for girls, and for senior 
high and junior high groups. These areas include courts and 
fields for soft-ball, soccer, volley-ball, field hockey, tennis, 
hand-ball, etc. When not laid out as an exhibition athletic 
field, it should include practice fields for football, baseball 
and track. Without going into the details of the space re- 
quirements for each of these activities, it is evident that the 
site should be rectangular in form and should include about 
12 acres of land beyond the requirements of the building 
itself. 


4. The teaching of both academic and industrial arts 
subjects is also extending to the out-of-doors areas. Science 
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leads to the study of soils, planting, forestry and nature in 
its own setting. Out-of-doors areas are needed for aeronau- 
tics, machinery, and model construction, etc. 


5. School buildings and grounds are planned today as 
centers for adult education and recreation to be used by the 
community as well as by the pupils. This development de- 
mands consideration of approaches and ample parking areas 
for cars. 


According to the recommendations found in the pub- 
lished standards Falmouth should provide a site for the pro- 
posed high school of at least sixteen acres. 


Environment 


The second most important factor in the selection of a 
school site is the environment. Desirable surroundings call 
for freedom from all disturbing noises that interfere with 
the work, from smoke nuisances or other pollution of the air, 
from the proximity of buildings that may interfere with 
proper lighting, and from the distractions and hazards of 
congested areas. “The trend today is definitely away from 
business or industrial districts, and from main traffic high- 
ways.” 


The Connecticut School Building Code on page 22 has 
the following statement: “The dangers, aside from the dis- 
turbing noises, that go hand in hand with the motor highway, 
are evidence enough that school sites on or close to them 
are undesirable. Railroads, air fields, fire stations, stores, 
taverns, mills and factories, all in their several ways, form, 
when in proximity to a school, objectionable distractions or 
positive menaces to the safety and well-being of children.” 


The City of Norwood, Mass., provides a splendid illustra- 
tion of the solution of this problem. In 1922 a new high 
school was to be built. Public sentiment was strongly in favor 
of building an addition on the old building located on the 
main street in the “down town” district. It was recommended 
that a large site be secured about one mile away where a 
large tract could be obtained to include an athletic field and 
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with room for future growth. The contest was bitter but the 
outlying site was finally chosen. Today Norwood has one of 
the best high school sites in the State. Now the citizens are 
all very happy over the decision. 


Given an otherwise advantageous location, the environ- 
ment can be greatly improved, and often to the future en- 
hancement of the community. This is what is happening in 
Norwood. 


Centrality and Accessability 


Quoting the New England School Development Council 
bulletin on page 6 we find this statement: “It certainly would 
be better to have an adequate site of good shape than to sacri- 
fice either of these for central location.” The Connecticut 
Code also says, “It is best to sacrifice exact centrality in 
favor of other necessary qualities, particularly superior size 
and environment.” With a good home-to-school transporta- 
tion or bus system, it is possible to overcome some elements 
of inconvenience. As bicycles are again coming into popular 
use the approach by good roads is an essential factor. This 
is what is meant by accessibility. Approaches to the building 
should, so far as it is possible, avoid railroad crossings, busy 
highways, and congested business areas. 


Orientation of the Building 


Beautiful high school buildings are the most character- 
istic pride of American communities as much as cathedrals 
are the pride of European cities and towns. A high school 
building should be, when possible, on an eminence free from 
obstructions to the view. It should be placed back from the 
street or other boundary lines at least 100 ft. The building 
should be so designed that the majority of the classrooms 
will have east and west exposures for the best lighting. The 
aesthetic factors of well designed building with appropriately 
landscaped surroundings have real educational values in the 
lives of the pupils and afford real inspiration for the whole 
community. 
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Application of Criteria to Various Sites in Falmouth 


At the request of the Building Committee the consultant 
and the architect with the superintendent of schools have 
visited the several suggested sites, and have attempted to 
evaluate them impartially, according to the criteria set forth 
briefly in this report. Our findings are presented herewith. 


1. The Present High School Site. When the old high 
school building was erected in 1895 the town was small. Com- 
paratively few pupils attended high school as the program 
of studies was limited to preparation for college. Out-of-door 
activities were not a definite part of the educational program. 
The location was central and undoubtedly was ideal for its 
time. Since that period other buildings have been crowded 
into the area causing serious congestion and the undesirable 
mingling of the older and younger children. The enrollment 
of pupils has increased steadily and the population of the 
town has grown remarkably. 


This site has in all only about five acres of land. Accord- 
ing to the criteria five acres is the minimum area for a single 
elementary school of 500 pupils. All of this site is needed for 
the elementary school use and development. The area re- 
quired for a high school building for 800 or more pupils would 
be so out-of-proportion on this site that it would be very un- 
desirable. Applying the criteria again, it is too close to a busy 
traffic thoroughfare that is becoming more and more con- 
gested by parking for business purposes. Therefore, the pres- 
ent high school site is not recommended as inadequate in 
size; it is now occupied by an elementary school that needs 
the whole area, and the older and younger pupils should not 
be using the same play areas; and it is too close to congested 
traffic and distracting business and entertainment. 


2. The Old Community Center on Main Street. This 
former elementary school site has a frontage of about 75 feet 
on Main Street. It is closely confined by business establish- 
ments. The land extends back from Main Street toward 
Siders Pond a distance of about 900 feet. The lot is narrow 
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and irregular in shape as it very gradually widens at the 
rear to about 400 feet at the widest point. 

It would be impossible to locate a modern building of the 
size needed and with proper orientation on this area. Even 
though land should be obtained to broaden the site, it would 
not meet the requirements of the criteria quoted in this re- 
port. Any building on this site would be hidden by the busi- 
ness blocks on Main Street. Also it has the objectionable fea- 
tures of being in a congested business district and fronting 
on a very busy thoroughfare. This site does not approach the 
standards of a good schoolhouse location even with the addi- 
tion of more land behind a row of business blocks. It is not 
recommended. 


3. The Nickerson Property adjoining the Athletic Field. 
The proximity of this land to the athletic field was the main 
reason for its first consideration. It is geographically central- 
ly located and is accessable or can be made so from all direc- 
tions. The site meets all of the standards except the environ- 
ment. However, environment, in this case, is something which 
can be controlled and developed. To do this, the whole Nick- 
erson land would have to be purchased and possibly the 
Huntting garage. Zoning regulations would have to restrict 
this area to residences. If this were not done the district 
would naturally become a business area, and the site for 
school purposes would be injured. With the determination 
of the community that the environment of this area be im- 
proved, the site has a great deal in its favor. It saves the 
expense of another athletic field and out-of-door area for 
physical education. The land has a contour that lends itself 
to the needs of the building plan. Built on the high point 
adjoining the athletic field, the school would be seen from 
all directions. The building would be set back to the extent 
that all objections to the highways centering at this point 
are nullified. Its very presence would increase the value of 
surrounding property and would give incentive to develop an 
improved environment. 


4. The Lawrence Nursery Property. This site is located 
a short distance back from Main Street on Gifford Street be- 
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ginning at Lakeview Avenue and extends to Jones Road. The 
plot contains about ten and one-half acres. To complete the 
Space requirement of sixteen acres it would be desirable to 
secure the needed acreage from the Ferreira farm adjorning 
the Lawrence property along Jones Road. 


This land is high and the drainage should be good. There 
is a hollow area that could be filled to even the land so that 
a fairly level field might be made. The environment is almost 
entirely open to future development as desirable residence 
property. 

The standard criteria can be applied without difficulty 
to this site. With zoning regulations and with improved roads 
and approaches this location should be given consideration 
by the Committee. 


5. The Chute Property across Shivericks Pond. On sey- 
eral occasions when I have visited Falmouth and have left 
the office of the Superintendent in the late afternoon, I have 
been thrilled by the view of a sunset across Shivericks Pond. 
It is a scene that should inspire some painter to capture its 
beauty. When it was suggested that the land just across the 
Pond might be secured, we walked over it and were surprised 
to find how high and level the area proved to be. On the 
elevation just facing the Pond and looking over the present 
school buildings to Main Street one is deeply impressed with 
the possibilities of a high school building on that site. Then 
to go back and walk along Main Street and look across the 
Pond, as is possible for a considerable distance, one can vis- 
ualize the picture of a beautiful high school building on that 
eminence, and still a part of the present schoolhouse center. 
Should this dream become a reality it would frame a picture 
long to be remembered and the just pride of the town. 


If this site can be secured, the Town should purchase from 
16 to 20 acres. This would allow for the building and all activ- 
ity areas, and also for essential approaches to the land and 
to the building. All of the items in the criteria apply favor- 
ably to this site except approaches from certain directions. 
This problem needs careful study to determine just how cer- 
tain rights of way or other approaches can be determined. 
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This site is definitely recommended for first consider- 
ation as most adequately meeting the standards set forth in 
the criteria. 


Recommendations 


Other sites in the Town were visited but the ones most 
often suggested by citizens are those described in this report. 
It is recommended that the Building Committee give serious 
consideration to the following sites: 


First: The Chute Site across Shivericks Pond. 
Second: The Lawrence Nursery Site. 


Third: The Nickerson Property adjoining the Athletic 
Field.

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Report of the School Committee 


The School Committee has held twelve regular and ten 
special meetings during the year. 


In June Miss Helen Greene Allen retired from the faculty 
of Lawrence High School after thirty-seven years of service. 
In November Mrs. Kathleen (Arenovski) Jorgenson resigned 
after serving fourteen years. The tragic death of Miss Helen 
M. Swift in September took another of our valued teachers. 


In line with a nationwide movement to improve teachers’ 
salaries a new salary schedule was approved and put into 
operation in September. 


Increased enrollment in the entering classes in the ele- 
mentary schools made it necessary to add another teacher in 
the Village School. This was the result of the increased birth 
rate throughout the country, and will probably continue for 
several years. As this year’s group advances in September 
and another large group enters, still another classroom will 
have to be provided. Equipment for this room is requested 
in a special article. 


For several years there has been a scarcity of trained ele- 
mentary school teachers and the situation is becoming more 
serious. Prospective teachers have not been entering the 
Teachers Colleges in as large numbers as formerly and, with 
an increased enrollment in view, the number of teachers 
needed will be steadily on the increase. We have met the 
situation in Falmouth so far by using former teachers who 
have retired and settled in the community, but as we use up 
this source of supply we also exhaust our list of available 
substitutes. 
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For the purposes of comparison the municipalities of the 
state are arranged in groups. Falmouth is included in the 
group of ninety towns with a population of 5,000 or more. 
These towns vary considerably in population and financial 
ability. One method of expressing a town’s ability to support 
schools is by the valuation per pupil, based on the net average 
membership in the public schools. The highest in the group 
is $28,269, and the lowest, $3,945. Falmouth stands fifth from 
the top with $17,564. On the item of cost per pupil, the high is 
$242 and the low, $85. Falmouth stands twenty-second from 
the top with $169. 


Some of the towns have a debt which is much larger 
than their valuation. Falmouth has no debt. The school tax 
ranges from a high of $25.55 to a low of $7.99. Falmouth’s 
school tax is $9.22 which is fourth from the bottom. The per- 
centage of the total town tax used for schools ranges from 
a high of 66% to Falmouth’s low of 30%. 


A detailed financial report will be found in the following 
pages. Attention is called to the fact that state reimburse- 
ments, tuition fees, and other refunds reduce the net cost of 
schools to the town by $31,534.91. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Finance Committee and other town officials for their co- 
operation and assistance throughout the year.

Any child who is six 
years of age or who will reach the sixth year on or before 
the first day of April following the opening of school in Sep- 
tember may be admitted to school, but in every case the ad- 
mission of a child under six shall be dependent upon the 
fitness of the child to profit by the work of the school, such 
fitness to be determined by the superintendent. Pupils under 
the age of seven who have not previously attended school 
shall not be permitted to enter later than thirty days after 
the opening of school in September. 


BIRTH CERTIFICATE. A birth certificate is required for 
entrance to school. 


VACCINATION. All children must be vaccinated before 
entering school.

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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


The late Marshall P. Wilder, one of America’s greatest 
Horticulturists said in an address at Philadelphia, 


“Trees are the best landmarks of a noble civilization.” 


This saying clearly states New England’s position in re- 
gard to our trees, for none but a noble civilization could have 
planted our town and village streets with the stately elms 
and other trees which are now the pride of our people and 
that give joy to the visitor whose remembrance of a town is 
quite often in the beauty of its trees rather than in any 
other features. 


For many towns, Falmouth included, tree planting has 
not been on a planned or long term basis, and it was the ad- 
vent of the hurricane of 1944 that brought acutely to our at- 
tention the necessity of considering our trees and their future 
as one of the major problems in connection with the beauty 
of our town. In the appointment of a tree planting commit- 
tee Falmouth has made a decidedly forward step. This com- 
mittee has now been in operation for three years and its re- 
port in last year’s Town Report conveys its policy, and so will 
not need repetition here. 


Your committee is proceeding on a very conservative way 
made somewhat necessary by labor conditions and the scarc- 
ity of good planting stock, prices of both of which are high 
making it more difficult to do what we would like to do. 
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The past season your committee has co-operated with the 
state in the continued planting of rambler roses on the 
Woods Hole road from Quissett corner to the Standpipe, fill- 
ing in many places that were not planted before. Two hun- 
dred roses were set out, which were supplied by the state, 
the committee doing the planting, fertilizing, and watering; 
also fifty clematis virginia were planted on this road. 


On route 28 from North Falmouth to West Falmouth one 
hundred dogwoods were planted, the committee furnishing 
and setting the trees while the state trucked the loam and 
also furnished eight maples and two elms which were planted 
on this road near North Falmouth. Owing to the very dry 
season all of these trees had to be watered twice. 


Maples, dogwoods and lindens were furnished to private 
owners to be planted on their grounds adjacent to the street 
and all of these were placed and planted under the super- 
vision of the tree warden. 


Some replacements were made on Walker Street and 20 
native scarlet maples were planted on the filled land at the 
end of the street. All of the trees and plants on this street 
were mulched with manure the past fall and commercial fer- 
tilizers were used on older plantings. 


Your committee has planned for 1948 the following: 


Ist, to finish Davisville road so that there will be a con- 
tinuous line of trees from Route 28 to the old village at the 
end of the road. 


2nd, to plant one hundred more dogwoods on Route 28, 
mostly between West Falmouth and Falmouth, also some 
roses. The state has agreed to give us enough trees and 
shrubs to make special plantings at selected points. 


3rd, to continue as far as possible the planting on pri- 
vate land in such places as will benefit the road. 
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In planting Route 28 your committee has had the co- 
operation of the State Landscape Department which is 
much interested in helping by providing plants and trees, 
so that your committee hopes to make this route one of the 
most attractive in the town with a succession of bloom and 
fall coloring.

Following is the report of the Recreation Building Com- 
mittee for the year 1947: 


Committee Meetings: 

Regular meetings of the Falmouth Recreation Building 
Committee have been held on the second Monday of each 
month during the year, together with such special meetings 
as were necessary to operate the building most advantage- 
ously. 


Personnel: 

The recreation program which was started by Mr. Paul 
Shulz in 1945, when the building was acquired by the town, 
was interrupted by his resignation on February 28, 1947. The 
Committee and the Town of Falmouth was most fortunate 
at that time to have Dr. Charles B. Regan offer his services 
to carry on the program until a new directex could be ob- 
tained. Through his efforts the program improved steadily 
and on May 12, 1947 Mr. Augustus T. Canty was appointed as 
permanent director to replace Mr. Shulz. Under Mr. Canty’s 
guidance and through his untiring efforts the building’s ac- 
tivities have increased and the program has developed to 
provide healthful recreation for all age groups. Mr. Canty 
has been ably assisted by Mrs. Robert F. Harris during the 
summer months and by Mrs. George Perlot who was appointed 
as Assistant Director on September 1, 1947. 
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Finances: 

The appropriation which the Committee requested for - 
the year 1947 was based on the last three months operating 
cost in 1946. Many contingencies arose during 1947 which 
were unforseen at the time that the budget was submitted, 
the largest of which was the installation of safety measures 
required by the State. These expenditures were met without 
increased appropriations by the Town. In addition to these 
items the Committee was required by the state auditor to 
turn in to the Town all funds which were accumulated by the 
activities of the building and which the Committee had plan- 
ned to use to defray the cost of minor repairs and the pur- 
chase of new equipment. The total amount of such revenue 
returned to the Town was $1,285.00. A summary of the ex- 
penditures for the year 1947 compared with the amount ap- 
propriated by the Town is as follows:

I herewith submit my annual report as Building Com- 
missioner of the Town of Falmouth for the year 1947. 


Building construction in Falmouth during the past year 
shows an increase in the reported value over the previous ten 
years, as a matter of fact the increase in valuation will reflect 
for the purpose of taxation as being favorable. 


During the year there were 290 permits issued for both 
new construction and alterations, the total estimated cost of 
which was $764,050.00, separated as follows: Dwellings 
$574,050.00; Garages $12,605.00; Commercial Bldgs., $21,200.00; 
Accessory Bldgs., $22,625.00; Alterations $133,570.00. A refer- 
ence to the comparison of previous years will indicate that 
both construction and valuation are on the up grade. 


Seventy-eight hearings were held during the year before 
the Board of Selectmen and Board of Appeals for special per- 
mits and variances of the Zoning By-Laws. 


The following figures show in detail the volume of build- 
ing during the year. The statistics show the character of the 
building, and the cost entered upon the applications for 
permits.

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Report of the Planning Board 


The Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
year 1947: 


The board has met regularly during the last year and 
has had a number of special meetings given over to hearings 
and further work on the Zoning By-Law revision. 


Nathan S. Ellis, Jr., the highway surveyor, sat in with us 
to clear up any problems that might arise in reaching a de- 
cision concerning twenty new road layouts. He was very help- 
ful and offered to attend our meetings at any time. Coopera- 
tion from all the departments of the town has been at a new 
high. 


The Selectmen were asked to consider a plan to widen 
the entrances to King Street and Gifford Street. This they 
did and the town passed on it. In the very near future, be- 
fore the next summer season we hope to see the completion 
of this action. 


At various times the Planning Board and the School 
Building Needs Committee have met to consider the best 
location for a new high school. It was unanimously felt by 
this board that the Chute property across Shiverick’s Pond 


186 


would be the best; certainly from an aesthetic point of view 
it would picture Falmouth’s most imposing building, of Cape 
Cod design, commanding the high ground and the parkways 
tying the pond in with the present school campus. No town 
ever took less advantage of its natural assets and no town 
ever had more assets. 


It might be well to point out at this time that the Plan- 
ning Board is not asked to consider cost in any of its recom- 
mendations. 


As in past years a member was delegated to attend the 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards on October 
25th in South Sudbury. Sydney Lawrence did the honors. 


The proposed Zoning By-Law revision has taken most of 
our time since it was turned down for further study at the 
summer town meeting. 


M. O. Saunders, city planning engineer of Springfield, 
Massachusetts, was again called in to iron out the few wrinkles 
in the revision. The Finance Committee, the Board of Ap- 
peals, Town Counsel, and the Building Commissioner met 
with us and made many valuable suggestions. 


We feel that this piece of work is now ready for your 
approval. If you accept it you will be bringing into a fine 
zoning system all the best improvements of the last twenty 
years. 


When the next annual report is written your Planning 
Board will consist of seven members and will have been oper- 
ating under Chapter 41, as revised by Chapter 211, by the 
Acts of 1936, thus giving it the powers and duties of the 
Board of Survey, now handled by the Selectmen. 


Not too much emphasis can be placed on the fact that 
our job is merely to suggest laws and controls in zoning—not 
to enforce them. As no law is any better than its enforce- 
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ment we suggest that you, the citizens see to it that this 
Is done. 


In closing we would remind you that we are your servants 
and will do your bidding as best we are able. We welcome 


your suggestions.

Considerable effort has been made by this Department 
during the past year to prevent breaks, especially of the more 
serious nature, by nightly inspection of business places be- 
tween closing hours and 6:00 A. M. I believe the 3,550 in- 
- spections of such places is largely responsible for the com- 
paratively few breaks of this type. 

The increase in investigations of accidents and com- 
plaints during the year has at times made it difficult to 
maintain these regular nightly inspections, but with the con- 
tinued support of the citizens of the Town in providing a 
sufficient number of men, I am sure, it can be accomplished. 
I have requested in my budget for 1948 an amount sufficient 
to employ two more men during the summer months in order 
that this additional protection may be assured. 

‘I am pleased to report at this time that every member 
of this Department completed the advanced course in First 
Aid and that they are showing considerable interest in the 
prospects of attending the Barnstable County Police School 
scheduled to begin January 19, 1948.

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Report of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth 


The Board of Public Welfare has expended $35,819.63 for 
General Relief during the year 1947. $7,257.51 of this amount 
was for aid given to cases chargeable to other towns, cities, 
and state, leaving a balance of $28,562.12 as a net cost to the 
Town of Falmouth. 


We have aided 50 cases, as a yearly average, for 1947, as 
compared with 37 cases for 1946. 


The department attributes the large increase to lack of 
steady employment; increase in cost of food; clothing; fuel 
and particularly to extraordinary medical costs. In 1947 we 
have paid $7,255.56 for hospitalization; medical supplies; phy- 
Sicians and surgeons. In 1946 we paid $4,225.28 for comparable 
services. Several major operations were responsible for a 
large part of the increase in 1947. 


Each case is vigilantly investigated so that the interests 
of all concerned will be properly served. 


We are submitting the following figures covering the last 
5 years in order to present a graphic picture of comparable 
appropriation and expenditures during that period of time 
with the year 1947.

A total expenditure of $35,729.76 was dispersed under Aid 
to Dependent Children. We have received from the State and 
Federal Governments $21,070.72 as reimbursements which 
leaves a net cost of $14,659.04 to the town. 

There has been an increase in expenditures under the 
Department of Aid to Dependent Children a result of sub- 
stantial increases in the State Budgets and an increase in 
families receiving aid. 

At present the department has 37 families receiving as- 
sistance under Aid to Dependent Children. Adequate medical 
and surgical care has been given to the children and mothers. 

We have expended $6,038.78 as an operating cost of the 
Falmouth Infirmary. $911.05 have been charged to State and 
other Towns and Individuals leaving a net cost of $5,127.73. 

Nine persons are now living at the Infirmary. 

The Department gratefully acknowledges the assistance 
of the Nursing Association, School Nurse, and the Agent of 
the S. P. C. C. 

Mrs. Alice S. Dutra is serving as Clerk and Mr. Felicio M. 
Franco, Jr., has been appointed Agent and is acting eek 
gator for the Board of Public Welfare.

During the year 1947, the Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
aided an average of 103 cases per month at a cost of $61.53 
per case per month. The Town’s net participation in this 
amount was an average of about $16.34 per month for each 
case. 


To help recipients meet the upward trend in the cost of 
living, the State Department of Public Welfare allowed an 
increase in the amounts for such budgetary items as food, 
fuel, and household supplies and replacements. These revised 
figures were placed in effect September 1, 1947. The State 
Department also increased the hospital reimbursement rate, 
formerly $5.00 per diem, to $6.00 per diem. This new rate be- 
came effective September 26, 1947.

To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth. 


In accordance with a vote passed at a Special Town Meet- 
ing held on June 25, 1947, and the results of a general vote 
recorded on September 10, 1947, your Committee advertised 
for bids to install a Sewerage system in the several streets at 
Woods Hole, as were listed in the report of Haley & Ward, 
Engineers. Bids were received on November 17, 1947, from the 
following bidders:

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION

Sir: 

In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby sub- 
mit my annual report in connection with the Fire Alarm 
System for which I am responsible. 

Some improvements of the Fire Alarm System have been 
made during the past year by the installation of three Fire 
Alarm Boxes and Red lights, mounted on the front of each 
Fire Station, Headquarters, Woods Hole, and West Falmouth; 
North Falmouth, and East Falmouth, have had these Alarm 
Boxes for quite some time, and have been used on several 
occasions. 

A Master Fire Alarm Box has been added to the Fire 
Alarm System near the Frost Boatyard, Falmouth Heights, 
the purpose of this type of box is that it is connected direct 
to the sprinkler system in the boathouse, and in the event 
of a fire there, the opening of a sprinkler head will auto- 
matically transmit a coded signal over the alarm system to 
each of the Fire Stations. 

I have painted most of the Fire Alarm Boxes this past 
year, but due to the Beebe fire I had to stop this work. Other 
work and weather conditions prevented me from finishing 
this painting. I intend to complete the painting as soon as 
weather permits. 

Several bad grounds have been removed from the alarm 
circuit this past year, and I have run several new sections of 
wire in two of the alarm circuits. 

I have allowed in my budget for the coming year for a 
number of test boxes to be installed in certain locations of 
the alarm system. I believe this method will help to speed 
up circuit repairs, and the location of grounds etc., without 
delaying circuit operations for any length of time. I also 
intend to install more lightning, and high voltage protection 
throughout the Fire Alarm System. This should cut down 
the cost of equipment repairs and replacement. 
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Two of the department owned telephone poles are in 
poor condition, and I recommend that they be replaced this 
coming year. One is located near Box No. 28, and the other 
is at the rear of Station No. 5, East Falmouth. 

I have had considerable trouble with the underground 
cable at Penzance Point, between Box 632 and 633. This 
should be repaired by replacing the damaged section of cable. 
I have allowed for the cost of repairs in my budget for the 
coming year. 

The radio system is in very good condition, and should 
not need at this writing any major repairs outside of new 
tubes, and minor adjustments. The radio system worked very 
satisfactory all through the Beebe fire, and once again has 
proved to be an asset to the Town. 

The Traffic lights are in good working condition, and 
should not need any major repairs for some time to come, 
with the exception of the traffic lights at Quissett. These 
should be painted this coming year, and if they are to be 
used in the same manner as the Main Street lights a new 
control panel should be installed. I have replaced several 
times the flasher points that had to be made up by myself, 
as it is impossible at this time to buy these parts. 

Again, I have been called upon by other departments of 
the Town to serve in an electrical capacity, I am only too 
glad to do so when I am available for this work. 

I have been able to help out at various times with some 
of the repairing of the motor vehicles of this CARS aE, 
and I am very pleased to help out when possible. 

At this time I wish to thank the Chief for his advice and 
help that he has given me in connection with my work with 
the Fire Alarm System, also, I wish to thank all of those who 
have given me a hand with the outside work on the Fire Alarm 
Circuits.

In compliance with your request, I submit the following 
report. 


During the past year I have conducted drills at Head- 
quarters for the permanent men of the department together 
with special instructions for the new men entering the de- 
partment. 


The Junior Callmen have been instructed and drilled 
from time to time and have proved very capable, especially 
during the forest fire season. They show very good interest 
in their work. 


All call companies have been drilled out doors as follows: 


Engine 1 and Ladder 1 6 Driils 
Engine 2 and Ladder 2 a. OF 
Engine 3 De pe 
Engine 4 5b. 
Engine 5 oY 


I have attended meetings of the various companies as re~ 
quired and given lectures, black board talks and demonstra- 
tions on subjects the companies requested be cleared. 


An estimated 100 drill hours were put in by the depart- 
ment, this past year and has been time well spent by the 
men of all companies, for the benefit of the Fire Department. 


Several groups of school children have visited Head- 
quarters, they wanted to be given knowledge about various 
methods used to extinguish fires. The tools and equipment 
have been explained to them together with the operation of 
the Fire Alarm system and Radio net work. 
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I have also been working with Captain MacWhinnie of 
the Fire Prevention Bureau on oil storage permits, gasoline 
storage permits, liquified petroleum gas storage permits, stor- 
age of explosives. I have inspected and issued 232 incinerator 
permits which were re-inspected and renewed after six 
months. Routine inspections were made with Captain Mac- 
Whinnie on Main Street. 


The companies of the department have given me ex- 
cellent cooperation this past year and I look for the same 
in the future.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


These statistics herein presented indicate that the total 
loss for this year is almost $33,000.00, of which approximately 
$27,250.00 was repaid by insurance. This compared with last 
year is about $18,000.00 less, however, I wish to point out 
that a loss by fire not covered by insurance is almost $3,000.00 
higher. 


The total number of fires for this year is 106, as com- 
pared with 142 the previous year. I attribute some of this 
improvement in our records as due to closer inspections and 
‘an improvement in the fire prevention activities. 


During the past year we have only been able to fill by 
appointment from the Civil Service list, one vacancy, of the 
seven that existed at the beginning of the year. It was dis- 
appointing to receive information that there were no other 
names on the list. 


As of January Ist, 1948, there were still two members 
of the Fire Department on Military leave. 
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In connection with Civil Service and our current difficul- 
ty in being able to appoint to the permanent force citizens of 
the Town of Falmouth, it has been decided to ask the Town 
to vote to accept Chapter 487, of the Acts of 1913 and now 
covered in General Laws, Chapter 48, Sec. 36. If the Town 
votes favorably and accepts this Chapter, it will be possible 
to promote to membership in the permanent force, without 
Civil Service examination, any person then in the call fire 
department who served as callman for five or more successive 
years, and who are certified to be physically fit by a Physi- 
cian designated therefor by the appointing authority. 


The most serious fire of the year occurred during the 
dry spell of October 23rd. This was a forest fire which threat- 
ened many buildings in the Town, and by loyal and efficient 
work of all members of the department, I am very glad to 
report that no buildings received damage or were burned. The 
citizens of the Town in the areas threatened, showed excellent 
courage and foresight by taking steps to save their property 
which lessened, to a very large degree, the burden of the Fire 
Department. It enabled the thinly spread line of fire appar- 
atus to concentrate and extinguish each threatened building 
in turn. 


I wish to report that it is my opinion that the fire was 
of an incendiary origin. All facts in my possession have been 
turned over to the State Police for their action. While the 
authorities have strong evidence concerning the person who 
caused the fire, yet at the same time, they feel that there 
is not yet sufficient evidence to prove the case, “beyond a 
reasonable doubt”. 


The next serious fire of the year occurred on November 
12th, about seven o’clock in the evening. This occurred dur- 
ing a gale of wind, estimated at better than 70 m.p.h. Due to 
a “late discovery” and the high winds, it was impossible to 
save the structure. Two other fires occurred during the year 
which increased our loss materially, one, at Manuel R. Soares’ 
building in East Falmouth, and the other at Coonamessett 
Ranch house.

I wish to report that I have been obliged to completely 
overhaul two pumping engines in order to continue them in 
service, and this caused an unforseen expenditure of funds. 
At this point I wish to report that Ladder 1 at Headquarters, 
is now showing signs of age and wear. It has been repaired 
as much as possible. Because of its condition and overload- 
ing it cannot be expected to give service very much longer. 
It is a piece of apparatus which is used more than any other. 
It carries all of the special equipment now used in modern 
fire fighting. Owing to its condition, I consider it to be un- 
safe, and, under some conditions, dangerous to operate. The 
truck was purchased in 1931, and has rendered satisfactory 
service. It should be replaced by a modern power truck as 
soon as possible. I have discovered that if a new truck is au- 
thorized this year, it will be impossible to obtain delivery of 
a new truck before 1951. I have discovered, to my amazement, 
that this type of truck which cost sixteen to eighteen thou- 
sand dollars in 1946, is now costing twenty-eight thousand 
dollars. During the war, Cities and Towns were not able to 
purchase equipment and the big back log orders with appar- 
atus manufacturers has caused the delay in delivering equip- 
ment. The 50% advance in prices is caused by the advance 
in material price and labor costs since the war. Competent 
authorities inform me that they do not look forward to, nor, 
can they see, any price recession with apparatus manufactur- 
ers. Therefore, steps should be taken this year to provide a 
replacement for Ladder 1, before the present Ladder ends as 
did ‘‘the one horse open shay’’. 


The Division of Fire Prevention has been expanded (as 
may be noted in Captain MacWhinnie’s report), and I wish 
to commend both Captain MacWhinnie and Lieutenant Peck 
for their good work in this difficult situation. For information 
to citizens, I wish to advise that the storage of any petroleum 
products including bottled gas, and the installation of any 
apparatus using petroleum gas is now under very strict regu- 
lation. Each installation and storage requires a permit. It 
must be inspected by the Fire Department. Fees of 50c are 
required by law, which are collected by the Fire Department 
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and turned over to the Town Treasurer. All installers of oil 
burners of whatever nature are required to obtain the permit 
to install. No burner can be altered or changed without an 
alteration permit. They are also, required to hold a “Certi- 
ficate of Compentency”. When their work is finished, the 
Fire Department, representing the State Fire Marshal, is 
obliged to inspect the installation and the storage of the 
fuel, as well. 


During the year an examination was held for the pur- 
pose of determining which officer or officers are eligible for 
promotion to Deputy Chief, and at present writing the re- 
sults of this examination are not known. A list will be re- 
ceived in the near future giving the names of the three top 
ranking officers eligible for promotion from that list, it is 
expected that the Board of Fire Engineers will select one 
name and make permanent appointment to the rank of Dep- 
uty Chief. 


I wish to commend the excellent work that has been done 
by George G. Ferris, who has held the rank of Acting Deputy 
Chief since 1942. It is my belief and opinion that he is a very 
capable officer. 


I wish to recommend that serious consideration be given 
to changing the present Town By-Law and reduce the number 
of hours of work for firemen and make it more in line with 
the modern trend in other cities, and towns. If the by-law 
is changed, to 84 hours per week; as a maximum, it will only 
require the addition of two more men to the Department. 
Both the Board of Fire Engineers and myself are in favor of 
this action, and we feel that it will increase the morale of 
the present force.

I wish to point out that there were only 78 brush fires 
this year as compared with 99 last year. However, a good 
year’s record was ruined by one incendiary fire on October 
23rd, because; up to that time, only 7 acres of grass and 4 
acres of brush and woodland had been burned. Then the big 
fire occurred and our good work went for naught so far as 
the record was concerned. The Beebe woods fire was surveyed 
and found to have burned over approximately 1,150 acres. 
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With respect to the fire in the Beebe woods, this fire has 
been very fully covered by the Falmouth Enterprise, and I am 
sure that all the voters are familiar with the details contained 
in the paper. For the official record however, I wish to state 
that on October 22nd, 1947, at approximately 6:00 p.m., a tele- 
gram was delivered to me by the Chief of Police. This tele- 
gram was for the Selectmen, from the Governor of the State, 
informing them that a “most serious emergency”, caused by 
the dry weather, existed in the woodland area of Massachu- 
setts. It requested that patrols be established and all possible 
steps be taken to avert the danger of serious forest fires which 
were then occurring in increasing numbers throughout the 
State. 


As a result of this telegram, I conferred with the Board 
of Selectmen, outlined my recommendations and received 
written approval from the Board of Selectmen to proceed 
with the recommendations I had made. 

At 9:15 a.m., Oct. 23rd, 1947, I called all permanent men 
in from “off-duty” and by 10:20 a.m. the permanent force 
had reported on duty, with the exception of Private Goudreau, 
on “vacation”. 

At 10:30 a.m., I called in the Junior Squad and manned 
all forest fire apparatus for immediate response in case of 
fire. I then instituted a patrol as follows: 


Car 121—Patrol the area on the B. & M. Rd. (Hatchville 
Highway) between North Falmouth and Wa- 
quoit. 

Car 122—Assigned to Headquarters area for immediate 
communication near the center. 

Car 123—With crew patrolled the wood roads between 
West and North Falmouth on the West, East 
Falmouth, Waquoit and Hatchville on the East. 

Car 124—With crew patrolled between Brick Kiln Rd., 
and Mill Road. 


Police Department—With the Chief in his car and two 
police cruisers were covering the remaining por- 
tion of the Town. 
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It appeared with these precautions that any fire of an 
accidental nature could be reasonably caught and extin- 
guished. 


At 1:37 p.m., word was received, by telephone, that “a fire 
was starting up” on the Sippewissett Road, near Gunning 
Point. The County Brush Breaker, from Headquarters was 
dispatched immediately, also, Engine 4, from West Falmouth. 
At the time the call came in I was investigating a condition 
on Mill Road, about one mile east of the State Highway in 
West Falmouth. I drove immediately to the fire. Upon my 
arrival I discovered that the fire, fanned by high wind was 
extending up hill and into the Beebe woods area. Within 
fifteen minutes there were five pieces of forest fire appar- 
atus and Engine 4, fighting the fire plus one State patrol 
truck. It raged out of control and extended during the night, 
even though I hired bulldozers to assist in penetrating into 
the burned area. 


Due to many circumstances (which space does not war- 
rant my outlining here, principally constant shifting of wind) 
the fire extended until it had burned over, in four days, the 
entire Beebe woods area. 


The serious drought conditions, and the fact that fire 
burned deep in the “duff”, caused many outbreaks. Out of 
Town help was called on and the writer received excellent 
cooperation from those sources. The Towns of Bourne, Barn- 
stable and Dennis were of great assistance. The village of 
Cotuit Fire District also, sent help and assisted in preventing 
fires occurring at the buildings on the old Beebe estate. 


For a period, the fire threatened Falmouth village sec- 
tion, especially, Palmer Avenue area but, by use of the radio 
and placing apparatus at strategic points, we were able to 
prevent any loss of buildings. 


Upon examination of the area since the fire, the writer 
is not able to find that any merchantable timber was lost. 
While the growth, that existed prior to the fire, has been 
destroyed and new growth will probably be several years be- 
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fore starting up again, there does not appear to be a total 
loss in this area, in fact, much of the “hurricane blow down”, 
scrub oak and pine has been removed which is an advantage. 


The fire was considered out at the end of the sixth day. 


With respect to the balance of the year, I wish to report 
that approximately one half of the “fire breaks’ have been 
rebuilt and I estimate that this year I will complete our old 
system that has been neglected. 


There was maintained, during the year, on all class 4 or, 
class 5 fire days, a constant patrol. The members of the per- 
manent force, who were off-duty, responded, in turn, together 
with the Junior Callmen and maintained the patrol. Even 
though it was not successful in preventing the Beebe fire out- 
break, I am still of the opinion that the patrol is most valu- 
able and should be maintained. It is self evident that it is 
exceedingly difficult to keep ahead of a “fire bug” in time of 
drought. But the chances of apprehending such a detestible 
person is much greater than as if no patrol was maintained 
and I am asking in my Budget for an adequate sum to main- 
tain this patrol for the coming year. Nearly all other towns 
on the Cape maintain a similar patrol. 


The Forest Warden is using this method to give notice to 
the voters, that the only persons who are eligible for fighting 
fires in the woods are those persons who are put to work by a 
Deputy Forest Warden and who works with him until dis- 
missed. Many instances have developed, during the large 
forest fire, of men claiming pay, when investigation showed 
that they did not go to work at the direction of the Warden 
or a Deputy Warden. Since the law requires that the Warden 
must o.k. a bill for payment of any services, it is only natural 
that he cannot o.k. a bill of an unsupported claim for services 
rendered. In general, the Warden will continue his practice, 
of only using the callmen of the Fire Department and the 
Juniors, in forest fire work. However, he will pay for the 
services of any man who is “ordered to work” at a forest fire 
by a Deputy Warden. 
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I wish to advise that all members of the Fire Depart- 
ment, both permanent and call, have the obligation of re- 
sponding to a signal for a brush fire in just the same man- 
ner that the callmen respond for a building fire. 


I wish to express my thanks and appreciation for the 
loyal and efficient voluntary help that the property owners 
in the threatened area of the Beebe fire made, because it 
was a great help to the Town in stopping what might have 
been a serious situation if one building, even, had caught 
afire. The dry spell had brought on this Town its most seri- 
ous fire condition that I could ever recall.

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Report of Town Forest Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


The very serious forest fires in October which swept 
across the Beebe Woods to the Railroad has drawn particular 
attention to the great danger of such a fire breaking out in 
the Town Forest and along the watershed of Long Pond, the 
town’s water supply, as this area is open to such danger from 
three sides, namely on the west by Route 28, on the north by 
Brick Kiln Road and on the east by Gifford Street. 


It would be a great calamity if a fire should sweep this 
area, for not alone would it destroy the work of twenty years 
of tree planting but it would increase the danger of contam- 
ination to the water supply; for where a fire cleans off all 
natural growth, heavy rains will flush all kinds of material 
into the pond. 


It is very essential that the whole area be surrounded with 
a fire break along the roads, and in dangerous interior places 
to cut the area into smaller units so that possible fires start- 
ing inside could not destroy the whole section. 


During the past fall your committee has cleared about 
seven and one half miles of roads within the watershed area, 
making them passable for fire fighting apparatus; most of 
these roads had not been cleared for several years and quite 
large growth had to be removed. Widening of all of these 
roads would be good insurance against future fires. 
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All of the planted area needs thinning and pruning, many 
of the first plantings are badly crowded, and poor trees should 
be removed to give the best ones a chance. 


There are large areas of oak brush which should be thin- 
ned out in order to plant new trees. This is particularly true 
along the edge of the pond where it is desirable to have a deep 
planting of evergreens which are better protection to the 
pond than are the oaks and other decidious trees. 


Your committee feels that with the appropriation of a 
substantial sum that work can be carried on during the slack 
time of the year giving employment to many persons who 
might otherwise have to be assisted by the welfare department 
and thus the town would get back some value for the money 
spent to assist needy persons. 


Your committee recommends the appropriation of $5000 
for the coming year, five hundred dollars of which to be spent’ 
for the purchase of young trees to be planted on the edge of 
Long Pond.

Community Center Building Committee 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


This Committee was appointed at the special Town Meet- 
ing in 1947 under Article 5. 


On request of F. V. Lawrence: 


“Voted, that a committee be appointed and auth- 
orized to sell, remove and dispose of the present 
Community Center Building after the close of the 1947 
summer season, said committee to present a plan and 
the estimated cost of a modern Comfort Station at 
the next Annual Town Meeting, and that the sum of 
$250.00 be appropriated from the excess and defi- 
ciency account for these purposes; said committee to 
consist of:—The Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, 1 member of the Planning Board, 1 member of 
the Village Improvement Society, 1 member of the 
Finance Committee, 1 member of Board of Trade.” 


The Committee met and organized September 1947 at 
which time George Harrison Bigelow was appointed chair- 
man and Granville Beale, secretary. Three meetings of the 
Committee were held previous to the writing of this report 
and at least two more are contemplated before the annual 
Town Meeting of 1948. 
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It was voted at the second meeting of the Committee that 
the demolition of the present Community Center Building 
should be delayed until a plan for a new comfort station had 
been prepared. The Committee believed that the cost of a 
new comfort station would be considerably reduced by using 
some of the salvageable material from the old building. E. 
Gunnar Peterson, Architect, was hired and instructed to pre- 
pare plans for a simple Cape Cod style building which would 
contain adequate toilet facilities for the Town’s need and also 
a small room which could be used as a waiting room or as a 
meeting room for small groups. The Architect was also in- 
structed to prepare specifications for the demolition of the 
Community Center Building and a schedule of material that 
could be salvaged from the old building and used in the new 
structure. When the plans were approved by the Committee 
it was voted to proceed with the demolition of the old building 
in order to make possible the completion of the new struc- 
ture before the beginning of the 1948 summer season should 
the Town vote to accept the plans and follow the recommen- 
dation of the Committee. 


The Committee believes that the Town should provide 
adequate modern toilet facilities for its summer trade and 
they are requesting the town to appropriate $22,000.00 for the 
purpose of building a modern comfort station and meeting 
room in accordance with plans and specifications prepared by 
Mr. Peterson.

I herewith submit for your approval the annual report 
of the Shellfish Warden for the year ending December 31, 


1947, 

Total miles covered on patrol 14,172 
Total number interviewed on shore 854 
Total number of quahaugs returned to 

shore, (bushel) 17 
Total number of scallops returned to 

shore (bushel) 9 
Total number of complaints investigated 14 


There were 650 bu. of quahaugs taken out of Falmouth 
Harbor and reseeded in the following closed areas: Woods 
Hole, Quissett, West Falmouth and North Falmouth, also 75 
bu. of clams planted in the same areas. These were bought 
from the State also 50 bu. of seed scallops. These areas are 
still closed until the State tests show that the shellfish is fit 
for food consumption. 


There was $1500. appropriated for Shellfish Propagation. 
There is $138.06 left of that amount. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen 
for their help and cooperation during the past year.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 19, 1948 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


The following is submitted as the report of Claims and 
Suits disposed of by the Law Department during the year 
1947 and of the Claims and Suits which are now pending. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1947— 
The Several Cases Arising Out of the Beach Takings 


It will be recalled that on June 28, 1945 the Town of Fal- 
mouth made a rather extensive taking of the beach land 
South of Surf Drive (Beach Road) extending from that sec- 
tion of beach on Vineyard Sound already owned by the Town 
the entire distance to Mill Road. 


None of the awards of land damages as made by the 
Board of Park Commissioners were accepted. Cases for as- 
sessment of land damages by jury were brought in the Barn- 
stable Superior Court by the several owners, namely, George 
B. Cluett It; Lawrence M. Burdo; Arthur R. Ayer; and 
George P. Davis et al, Trustees; also one additional case by 
Charles E. Morrison who held a mortgage on the Arthur R. 
Ayer parcel of this beach. 


The case of Lawrence M. Burdo vs. Falmouth had already 
been settled by agreement in 1946. 
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The other cases were all disposed of in 1947 as follows:— 


(1) George B. Cluett II vs. Town of Falmouth 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This case was tried in April before Judge Jesse W. Morton 
and a Barnstable County jury. On April 22 the jury was 
chosen and took a view of the beach taken and vicinity. The 
trial then continued through April 23, 24, and 25. The verdict 
of the jury was $16,744 damages. This verdict was substantial- 
ly under the amounts claimed in their testimony by the ex- 
perts for Cluett and substantially above the amounts esti- 
mated by the experts for the Town. This parcel of beach was 
over 700 feet in length. The general opinion was that the 
valuation as determined by the Jury was moderate. 


(2) Arthur R. Ayer vs. Town of Falmouth 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


After the trial of the Cluett case, this case was settled 
by the Park Commissioners with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen and counsel. This was the best parcel for build- 
ing purposes of those taken by the Town. The amount paid 
in settlement was $3500. Settlement of this case acted also 
as a settlement of the case of Charles E. Morrison vs. Fal- 
mouth. 


(3) George P. Davis et al, Trustees, vs. Town of Falmouth 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


The case was for damages for the taking of the narrow 
strip of beach and land between the Ayer and Cluett parcels. 
It was settled by agreement similarly approved for the sum 
of $500.00. 


The L.C.T. or “Susannah Marie” Case 


The use of Falmouth Inner Harbor and vicinity as a place 
for dockage and transportation by this large and rather pon- 
derous type of craft was generally agreed to be a hindrance 
to the use of these same waters by boats owned by summer 
residents and other summer craft. 
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As this L.C.T. vessel_had the legal right to use navigable 
waters and the boat channel, the principal point was to de- 
termine the proper method to prevent this vessel from using 
the Inner Harbor. 


The Harbor Master first ordered this craft removed from 
the Town Landing and from obstructing the channel. This 
L.C.T. vessel then used for a landing, a piece of beach just 
outside the Falmouth Inner Harbor and owned by the State. 
Authorities representing the State later prohibited use of that 
beach for dockage and transportation purposes. Permission 
was then obtained by the owners of this L.C.T. craft, called 
the Susannah Marie, to use the adjoining beach owned by Dr. 
Arthur J. Wagner. This beach was in a Single Residential 
Zone. Formal notice was given on behalf of the Building 
Inspector to this owner to prohibit such uses of his beach. 
After waiting more than a reasonable time proceedings were 
then started. 


(4) Building Inspector of Falmouth vs. Arthur J. Wagner 


(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This was an equity proceeding brought in the Barnstable 
Superior Court by the Building Inspector of Falmouth to com- 
pel Dr. Arthur J. Wagner from using or permitting the use of 
his premises for dockage or transportation purposes. Judge 
Brogna, to whom application was first made, did not feel that 
the facts warranted an immediate restraining order but he 
issued an Order for completion of pleadings and advancing 
the case for quick trial at Boston. The case was tried there 
on September 16 and 17 before Judge Cahill. Following the 
trial he decided in favor of the Building Inspector of Fal- 
mouth. In accordance with his findings a permanent injunc- 
tion was issued against the use of defendant’s beach for dock- 
age and transportation purposes. This, of course, prohibited 
this L.C.T. vessel from so using this beach. 
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(5) William M. Ewing and Margaret K. Ewing vs. Board 
of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-70047) 


Petitioner claimed to have been assessed at above the fair 
cash value of his land and brought this petition before the 
appellate Tax Board. It has been adjusted by agreement and 
this appeal dismissed. 

B. Pending Cases— 


(1) James F. Connolly vs. Town of Falmouth 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This party is the owner of that beach property and resi- 
dence just West of the Great Pond Bridge and outlet. He 
claims in substance that in restoring the public road (Menau- 
hant Road) after the 1944 hurricane, the grade thereof was 
raised and the work was done so negligently that he suffered 
heavy damages. 


This case was originally brought in the Middlesex Super- 
ior Court. It has since been ordered transferred to the Barn- 
stable Superior Court and is now on the list of cases there 
awaiting jury trial. 


(2) Winslow Carlton vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-73913) 
This Petitioner claims that his land was assessed above 
its fair cash value. The case is pending before the Appellate 
Tax Board at Boston. 


(3) Sophia McLean vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This case was brought in the Barnstable Superior Court 
to recover land damages for land taken in the widening of 
Main Street, Woods Hole. The Town of Falmouth, being 
ordered to pay the land damages and other expenses for this 
taking, has the duty of defending this case in Court. It is un- 
derstood, however, that this case is about to be settled by 
agreement and that no trial will be necessary. 
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Cc. Claims— 


Other than the above matters now in the form of court 
cases there are no reported pending claims. Several claims 
have been rejected because the Town was not liable. Two of 
these so rejected were for injuries caused by being struck by 
baseballs which came from games being played on property 
owned by the Town. 


Conclusion— 


The pending cases against the Town are those of James 
F. Connolly for damages alleged to have been caused by negli- 
gence in raising the grade of Menauhant Road and the case 
of Winslow Carlton vs. Board of Assessors a petition to reduce 
the assessed valuation of his property.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully present herewith our report on the activ- 
ities of the Water Department for the year 1947. There has 
been a steady growth in the number of takers, a greater de- 
mand for water for domestic and fire consumption and con- 
siderable activity in the way of construction work especially. 
We have added 100 new service connections making a total 
now of 3,582. Many old worn-out service pipes have been re- 
newed, totalling 66. Seven hydrants have been broken by 
automobiles, and one major break in the mains has been 
repaired. Several leaks resulting from worn out joints have 
been repaired. 


Water Consumption: 


Total pumpage for the year was 343,546,000 gallons, an 
increase of 22,653,000 over 1946. The summer was unusually 
dry, making a great demand for water to sprinkle lawns and 
gardens. Our Waquoit Station was of great assistance in 
handling this situation. With the new Tank in operation we 
were able to close a valve at Maravista Ave. and the State 
Highway and supply all of the Town east of that point by 
pumping from the Wellfield. The Waquoit tank was full prac- 
tically all of the time thus maintaining a more uniform 
pressure in this section, and being available in case of the 
electric power going off during operation of the pump. 
Even with the help of this station it became necessary to 
run one of the emergency gas-driven centrifugal pumps for 3 
or 4 hours a night during July and August. The steam pump 
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and one gas pump supply all that the mains can carry with- 
out building up too much back pressure. Plans are in pro- 
gress for clearing the mains of growths and treating them 
with a solution which will coat over the inside of the pipe 
and thus prevent further growth. 


On several days we pumped over 2 million gallons. It 
must be kept in mind that the Town is growing rapidly and 
we are adding around 100 new takers every year. It is ap- 
parent therefore that we should prepare promptly to enlarge 
our pumping facilities so that it is not necessary to use our 
emergency facilities to supply the regular demands of the 
system. The emergency units are primarily to take over in 
case of an accident or breakdown of the main pumps. We 
have been able to keep Quissett and West Falmouth stand- 
pipes full most of the time, but during the peak loads, Woods 
Hole has been down 10 or 20 feet below its maximum capacity. 
As this standpipe is 200 feet above sea level, there is no lack 
of pressure in Woods Hole even when the level is well below 
the top. The extra storage does however, provide an addition- 
al safeguard in case of a large fire. If the demand from 
Woods Hole were not so large, more of the surplus would go 
into the Tank. 


In the past, it has been necessary at times to restrict the 
use of sprinklers to certain hours of the day. This is common 
practice in all cities, and many smaller communities. How- 
ever, as about one half of our takers are here only for a few 
months of the year, we have felt that we should do every- 
thing possible to supply all the water they want to pay for, 
with as few restrictions as possible. We do recommend to the 
takers that no sprinkling be done while the sun is out, because 
much of the water is lost by evaporation, and many author- 
ities agree that watering at this time injures rather than 
helps the growth of grass. 


The Waquoit situation is pretty well in hand. Even with 
the largely increased demand from Menauhant, we were able 
to keep the eastern end of the Town well supplied, with some- 
thing in reserve for fires.

Water Analysis: 


Tests of the water have been continued as in the past by 
the State Board of Department of Public Health, by Metcalf 
and Eddy Consulting Chemists and some special tests earlier 
in the year by Skinner and Sherman, Chemists of Boston. 


In addition to the monthly bacterial tests made by this 
State, we were called upon by the Federal Government to 
make four bacterial tests a week during the summer and four 
a month during the winter on account of water being supplied 
to common carriers. All tests have been entirely satisfactory 
and have shown the water to be free from bacteria character- 
istic of pollution. 


We have at various times been troubled with rusty water. 
This results from sudden rush of water caused by opening 
hydrants or by pipe cleaning. 


We have assisted the Tree Warden by furnishing a man 
to operate hydrants during the spraying season. This has 
worked to the advantage of both departments. 


Extensions: 


Two major extensions of the mains were voted at the last 
Town Meeting, namely Jericho Path and Gifford Street. The 
latter which extends 1100 feet southerly from the Cross Coun- 
try 12” line near Goodwill Park to the F. V. Lawrence plant, 
was laid early in the year under 9% guarantee. A 10” pipe 
was used having in mind eventually looping into Jones Road. 
The cost of this line was more than anticipated due to the 
sharp rise in the cost of iron pipe since the first of the year. 
Additional funds necessary were transferredd from Water De- 
partment Balances at the Special Town Meeting in June. 


The other extension, Jericho Path which will connect two 
dead ends on the east and west, and supply about 10 takers, 
was delayed until near the end of the year because of the 
failure of the prospective takers to sign the 9% guarantee 
which was voted by the Town in accordance with the by-law 
relating to water main extensions. When it first appeared 
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probable that the guarantee was going to be secured, we 
ordered pipe for the job. The best promised delivery was eight 
months, which would take us into 1948. However we had 
about 700 feet on hand, we purchased 1500 feet through a 
jobber, and borrowed 300 feet from an obliging waterworks 
neighbor. 


The job finally got started in December within a few days 
after the guarantee was signed, and although interrupted by 
several storms and much frost, it appeared at the end of the 
year, that the bulk of it would be done and looped into the 
small line on the east end sometime in January. All hydrants 
may not be in but we have every hope that enough will be 
completed to take care of the houses needing water. 


Minor Extensions: 


Requests for minor extensions have been met as far as 
possible with such pipe and fittings as could be obtained. In 
some instances, 6-inch pipe was connected with smaller pipe 
to anticipate future extensions and having in mind replacing 
the small pipe when possible. 

The extensions were: 

Walden 1” 170 ft. loop 
Harbor Ave. 114” loop 346 ft. 
Hiawatha St. 114” 207 ft., 1” 106 ft. 
Dartmouth Ave. 1” 58 ft. 
Old Cemetery 1” 788 ft. 114” 36 ft. 
Surf Drive 1144” 638 ft. 1144” 10 ft. 
Ludlam St. 14%” 60 ft., 1144” 309 ft. 
Nobska 114” 354 ft., 1” 333 ft. 
Stuart off Quissett Ave. 1144” 53 ft. 
Cypress St. 14%” 290 ft., 1144” 318 ft. 
Lakeway St. 114” 174 ft. 
Total—4245 feet 


Organization: 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February, George R. 
Thayer was elected for the three year term. The Board con-. 
sists of James E. Lowey, Ormond C. Ellery and George R. 
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Thayer. It was reorganized with Mr. Lowey as Chairman and 
Mr. Ellery as Secretary. The operating staff continued es- 
sentially the same as previously, G. A. Griffin continuing as 
Superintendent in charge of office and outside work. The 
maintenance force has varied in size to meet the needs of 
the work. 


Pipe Cleaning: 

Some pipe cleaning has been done under contract with 
the National Water Main Cleaning Company. The main pur- 
pose of this is to clear the lines of tubercles so as to restore 
the flow to somewhere near capacity for fire service. This 
cleaning greatly reduces friction loss in the pipe so that we 
can more easily meet the summer demand without overtax- 
ing the pumping facilities. 


Lines cleaned this year were: Falmouth Heights, Grand 
Avenue North, Grand Avenue East and the loop from Crown 
Avenue through Forest, Crescent and Nantucket Avenues to 
Grand Avenue East, and Massachusetts Avenue from Nan- 
tucket to Grand Avenue South; Woods Hole and Quissett, line 
along State Highway from Quissett Four Corners to Nobska 
Road and from the State Road through Woods Hole Stand- 
pipe to Quissett Avenue; Falmouth Village, Main Street from 
Locust Street to Falmouth Heights Corner. The latter was 
last done in 1937 and was found to be well filled with tubercles. 
It was done on a Sunday so as to interfere as little as possible 
with the public demand. Arrangements were made by the 
Chief of the Fire Department to meet any emergency arising 
from the shutoff of the mains. Preparations were made dur- 
ing previous days so that the operation took only about two 
hours, water was off at 8 o’clock A.M., and on again at 10:15 
A.M. 


Total length of mains cleaned 38,822 feet. 
Pipe Lining: 

No work was done during 1947. We had originally planned 
to line the 12” from the Pumping Station to the Woods Hole 
Railroad crossing, and eventually to the Quissett Standpipe. 
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The work which was planned to start in April was delayed 
until late in May. We felt that this was too near the time 
for our heavy summer traffic, so deferred it until fall. Mean- 
while the possibility of a less cumbersome and costly method 
of keeping the lines clean was suggested, that is by the use 
of “Calgon”, a chemical compound known as sodium hexa- 
metaphosphate. 


Before using Calgon, the mains are cleaned as far as pos- 
sible, after which the solution is fed into the lines under pres- 
sure during pumping hours. We expect to partly inaugurate 
this method in 1948. 


We approve of the cement lining in place of long straight 
stretches without many branches or fittings, but are inclined 
to feel that the cost and inconvenience caused in built up 
sections is a handicap because of the traffic obstruction 
caused by the numerous necessary cuts in the line. Large 
excavations have to be made every two or three hundred 
feet, and holes must be made at every house connection, 
hydrant or other fitting. 


Maintenance: 

Early in the year bids were asked for a one-half ton truck 
to replace a 10-year old unit. This new truck finally arrived 
in the early fall; our rolling stock is therefore in first-class 
condition, no unit being over two years old. 


There has been only one major break n the main. This 
was on Nashawena Street in West Falmouth where a pipe 
cracked in two. We cannot definitely explain this as the pipe 
had been in service 22 years and there was no evidence of set- 
tlement. It may have been due to water hammer in the line 
as a result of the heavy fire draught at the time of the fire 
at Nemasket Beach when the line was pumped down to a 
vacuum, then possibly shut off suddenly. 


Some of our functions overlap those of other departments, 
for example the Highway Department. In order to lay pipes 
we must break roads. We try to repair them as soon and as 
well as possible. The Highway Surveyor has been very help- 
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ful in this work, furnishing material when possible, at no 
cost. We have greatly appreciated the help and cooperation 
from this Department in loaning equipment and help for 
loading pipe and back filling trenches. The latter work done 
by a road grader works to the advantage of both of us; by 
labor saving and by protecting the road surface from dam- 
age caused by bulldozers. 


Hydrants: 
As previously noted there have been seven hydrants brok- 
en by automobiles during the year. 


These were as follows: 
Quissett Four Corners 
Church St., Woods Hole 
State Road, West Falmouth 
State Road, East Falmouth near Hatchville Road 
State Road, East Falmouth near Post Office 
Woods Hole Road near Snyder’s 
Millfield St., Woods Hole 


Whenever hydrants are broken by insured cars, we gen- 
erally collect the cost of the repairs. This money comes in as 
revenue and is not available for use until appropriated the 
following year. We must of course repair them immediately 
at any hour of the day or night. Materials for this have to 
be kept on hand of course, and the labor cost must be met out 
of the current appropriation. This is another example show- 
ing the need of a flexible budget for any public utility com- 
pany. 

The Millfield Street hydrant was one of the so-called 
red-top variety, having no separate shut-off, so it was neces- 
sary to close off the whole street while repairs were made. 
In this case water was off on a Sunday night for four hours. 
Our 1948 budget provides funds for correcting this difficulty. 
There are 59 of these hydrants in the system, put in when 
there were no automobiles to break them, or put in without 
gates in order to save expense. We shall not be able to cor- 
rect them all, but expect to take care of those which would 
cause the greatest harm and inconvenience if broken. 
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Several hydrant changes have been requested by the 
Chief of the Fire Department. These are partly change of 
location, partly new installations, and partly change of type, 
all for the purpose of providing better fire service. In certain 
parts of Town which were not built up when the pipes were 
laid, much new building has been done. Some stretches along 
the East Falmouth Road have hydrants spaced as far as 1500 
feet, and it is planned to install intermediate ones. 


Financial: 

Throughout the last 15 years the Department has been 
able to carry out its program of improvement without appro- 
priations from tax levy or bond issues. Major extensions and 
a new standpipe have been built out of water revenue thus 
set aside. 

Of the total cost of plant to date approximately four- 
fifths has come from water revenue and the balance from 
Town appropriations. None of these has been asked for since 
1927 when a large expansion of the system was carried out 
to meet the demands of the Fire Insurance Companies. Rev- 
enue of water takers was of course not sufficient to meet the 
annual payments on this large debt. The only Town appro- 
priations made recently have been for extensions to supply 
areas which could not return 9% as required by the by-laws. 
These were: Sandwich Road, Menauhant Road and Fresh 
Pond. 

The best authorities on Water Works agree that from 1/3 
to 1/2 of the cost of a water system is required to supply fire 
services because of larger mains and pump capacity. The 
portion of the cost of our system which has been provided 
from tax levy is something less than the above figures. In 
many places this well recognized fact is provided for by hy- 
drant rental, so that this part of the cost of operation should 
be paid by the Town as a whole rather than by the individual 
water rate payers. 

Total revenue from all sources was $86,218.58, an increase - 
of $1,364.25 over 1946. This was due to the dry season and to 
an increase in takers. 
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The water surplus at the end of the year was $6,903.58 
of which $4300 was allocated by the Town to two extensions, 
leaving a net balance of $2,603.58. 


There will thus be available only this amount for new 
extensions plus the balance from Pipe Cleaning which we 
have asked to have transferred for renewals of small lines. 
For most new extensions voted in 1948 it will be necessary to 
raise the funds by notes or bonds. We feel the Department 
is well able to undertake the payments of principal and in- 
terest for extensions now contemplated. Our original budget 
provided by the Annual Meeting was considerably less than 
in the previous year. With increased wages and large in- 
creases in all material and supplies it was evident that we 
could not do the work required to supply the demand for new 
services and adequately maintain the system. Certain trans- 
fers were requested and authorized in the Special Town Meet- 
ing in June. At the end of September it became apparent 
that we should need still more to do even the minimum neces- 
sary work. A further transfer of our funds was authorized 
in the Special Meeting in November. Due to our inability to 
purchase needed appurtenances and pipe some work had to 
pe deferred until 1948. 


As the system grows older and replacements which were 
not possible to make in the war years become essential, we 
are requesting an increased budget for next year to take care 
of necessary repairs. A large increase is expected in appli- 
cations for extensions and new services. These items are con- 
sidered as an investment and as plant additions. 


Proposed Work: 


We have inserted an article in the Warrant for the pur- 
chase of a trench digger. There has been quite a large amount 
of water pipe laid the last two years and the growth of the 
Town indicates that there will be much more in the near 
future. We believe that the Town would profit by owning a 
truck mounted shovel and trench digger which would be avail- 
able for the use of all departments needing it. 
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We plan to have a thorough study made of our pumping 
facilities with a view to making additions and changes in 
1949. 


Several articles for replacement of small pipe line by 6” 
or larger pipes as well as for new extensions will be presented 
to the 1948 Town Meeting. We indorse the replacements, 
which in every case occur in sections formerly served by small 
pipes which are not now adequate to serve the areas which 
have been built up in the last 20 years. As to the extensions 
we repeat the comments made previously that they should 
be judged by the possible return on the investment by their 
effect on the system as a whole.

To the Board of Water Commissioners 


Gentlemen: * 

I herewith submit my report for the year 1947. 

More water was pumped during 1947 than in any previous 
year with the exception of 1940. 

Long Pond is at a low level for this time of year, and is 
1314” lower than a year ago. 


Engine Room: 

The Worthington steam pump has been in operation every 
day the past year, and through July and August it was neces~ 
sary to operate the gas pump part of the time to keep up 
the level of water in the standpipes. 

The Worthington steam pump which has been our main 
unit for the past twenty years is beginning to show signs of 
wear, and in order to keep it as a dependable unit it will be 
necessary to make some repairs before long. 


Boiler Room: 
Both boilers are in good condition and should be good 


for many more years. 

The furnace of No. 2 boiler was repaired during the past 
year and the main stop valve on No. 1 boiler, which leaked 
has been sent away for repairs. 

All other appliances in this part of the plant are in good 
condition. 


Living Quarters: 

The window sash have been painted and puttied, which 
was all that was required in this part of the plant the past 
year.

This year, as in 1946, the Reserve Fund was inadequate 
to meet the requests for transfers from the various depart- 
ments. This was due mainly, first, to the transferring of 
$2,000.00 to Elections and Registrations, brought about by 
three special elections during the year; second, a transfer 
to the Department of Public Welfare of $2,500.00, which sum 
was necessary to meet the heavy expenditures of this depart- 
ment. 


We take this opportunity to request the different Depart- 
ment Heads to do all within their power to keep their ex- 
penditures within the budget allowed by a vote of the Town 
Meeting, bearing in mind that the Reserve Fund is appropri- 
ated to be used only in cases of emergency. 


We call to the attention of the citizens the fact that the 
Famouth Tax Rate rose from $30.40 in 1946 to 34.50 in 1947. 
THIS IS TRULY ALARMING and we urge every citizen, and 
especially Town Meeting Members, to vote to keep our ex- 
penditures at a minimum. 


Your Finance Committee, through the press, has notified 
the public in advance, of any articles that were to come be- 
fore it, with the dates, and has requested those interested 
in any article, whether for or against, to meet with the Com- 
mittee, and express their views. 
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Your Finance Committee makes a careful study of each 
department budget and all articles in the Town Warrant and 
earnestly solicits your acceptance and support of its recom- 
mendations at the Town Meetings. 


The Finance Committee has had during the past year 
two (2) registrations, namely, George R. Thayer and Harry 
L. Crooks, who was Chairman of the Finance Committee. 


The Selectmen and a nominating Committee from the 
Finance Committee brought in nominations to the Finance 
Committee on December 11, 1947. At this meeting the follow- 
ing new members were elected: William G. MacDougall and 
Frank L. L. Turner. Also at this meeting James M. Pafford 
was elected Chairman, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Harry L. Crooks; and Fred W. Wormelle, Jr. 
was elected vice-Chairman, which office was formerly held 
by James M. Pafford.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented 
to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the pas- 
sage of such vote and also the time when the notice of re- 
consideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. : 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight 
of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards or 
not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the bet- 
ter conduct of the department, board or committee, and if 
such recommendations are not heeded, they shall make a re- 
cord of the same in the annual town report, that the town 
may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future 
requirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during 
the year, the length and width, cost of construction and 
amount of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of 
the Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as 
“transportation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation 
of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or 
per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in 
transporting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of 
labor shall be charged against the appropriation for that par- 
ticular work on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 

and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 

_directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 

. ‘ materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 

ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empow- 
ered to consult counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before pay- 
ment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 
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Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situ- 
ation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the select- 
men at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is 
printed in a separate booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to 
retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mitee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 
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Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General, March 
10, 1916). Revised in 1922. 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No persons having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regulations 
there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall.stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street, nor within ten feet of a corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire 
station. 


Sec. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 


dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 
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Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall park, drive or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any persons violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 
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Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the 
grounds about the same before the adoption thereof, and may 
make such recommendations thereon as it may deem need- 
ful. It may make investigations and studies relative to new 
street and park developments. It may provide for public lec- 
tures and other educational work in connection with its re- 
commendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to 
the carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual 
appropriations. 


Sect 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN 
EXTENSIONS , 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less 
than nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide 
otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 


Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimney shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space be- 
tween the furring on the walls and between the studding of 
all partitions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 
inch above the floor partition in each story. The space be- 
tween such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding 
above. 


(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the ist story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid fill- 
ing, in all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one 
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story, to another or from the horizontal spaces between the 
floor joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 


ent structure. 
Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the 
owner or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the 
intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth 
and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to car- 
ry this By-Law into effect.

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BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 

Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meetings may be 
given as the Selectmen deem proper. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect. 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 


Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the 
local newspaper at least seven days before any special town 
meetings the recommendations and estimates of all commit- 
tees (except the finance committee) relating to the expendi- 
ture of money, upon which action is to be taken. 


Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 


(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the 
platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 
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BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and Keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 


Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing and measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspected 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
or otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 
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Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 
any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 


Sect. 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense. 


Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941). 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934). 
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Rules For Ambulance Service 


1. Before accompanying a patient to the hospital on the 
ambulance the patient must first be seen by a doctor, and a 
nurse must have an order direct from the doctor, with diag- 
nosis and condition of patient. Emergency accident cases not 
included in this requirement. 

2. Only residents of the township of Falmouth may be ac- 
companied by a Falmouth nurse. This excludes patients from 
Nantucket, the Vineyard, or Naushon, who may land at 
Woods Hole requiring ambulance transportation. 

3. On a return trip from the hospital, no patient may be 
taken home without first obtaining orders direct from the 
doctor. 

4. Patients with diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid, polio- 
mylitis or meningitis shall not be accompanied by the visit- 
ing nurse. 

5. The ambulance to call for the nurse at the Health Cen- 
ter except in emergencies when she will go directly to the 
scene of an accident if the doctor so wishes. 

6. Charges for transportation to surrounding hospitals 
are: Hyannis $10, Wareham $10, New Bedford $15, Boston $25 
for residents—this fee to be doubled for non-residents—also 
charge for Driver’s and Nurse’s meals to be included if trips 
occur during their regular meal hour. 

7. If the ambulance is ordered for a patient, who in the 
judgment of the nurse does not require ambulance trans- 
portation, she may on her return report the case to the super- 
vising nurse. 

8. A charge of 75 cents per hour is charged for this serv- 
ice from the time the nurse leaves the Health Center until 
she returns. 

9. On Sundays and holidays the nurse shall accompany 
emergency cases only. 

10. The ambulance may be called only by members of the 
police department, the fire department, or a local physician. 


THE TOWN REPORT COVER 


This information was obtained from newspaper files and 
the Town Report of 1897. 


“While the seal of Falmouth commemorates events of over 300 
years ago, the history of the origin of the seal itself is not on rec- 
ord and was only discovered after much investigation by the Fal- 
mouth Enterprise. Neither selectmen, town clerk nor Historical 
society could furnish the data. However, Edward N. Fenno, Boston, 
whose summer home has been at Falmouth for 46 years, recalls 
that in 1896, while traveling in England, he made a special trip 
to Falmouth, England, obtaining a collection of framed photo- 
graphs of that town which he presented to the town of Falmouth 
and which now hang in the town hall. At that time Mr. Fenno ob- 
tained a copy of the seal of Falmouth, England and suggested to 
the then Falmouth selectmen, Silas Hatch, Edward Lawrence and 
Thomas McLane, that it would be fitting to have a seal for the 
town of Falmouth on Cape Cod. 

Ephraim F. Lincoln, King street artist specializing in marines, 
recollécts that Captain Thomas McLane came to him, saying, 
“We've got to have a town seal,” and that he made several designs 
for Captain McLane; but Mr. Lincoln says he had forgotten whether 
the design was approved, or whether he was paid for it. However, 
Albert E. Powers, veteran printer in Falmouth since 1892, says he 
remembers clearly that there was a competition for the design 
and that Mr. Lincoln’s design won the prize, and placed the date 
at 1897 or 1898 by recalling the interest shown by the then pastor 
of the First Congregational church, the Rev. C. H. Washburn. The 
Rev. Henry H. Smythe has the impression that at some town meet- 
ing, a design for the seal was presented by Seba A. Holton, moder- 
ator, and accepted by vote of the town. The first precise date that 
can be assigned to the seal is 1902, when the Falmouth Free Mem- 
orial library was built, as the seal is painted in the dome of the 
library. 

The seal bears a shield on a barred field, with the likeness of 
Nobska light on top of the shield, with sea gulls flying around it. 
The upper part of the shield shows a plow cutting through sod, 
typifying the agricultural industry of the first settlers; with a 
whaling ship under full sail below, to commemorate the large fleet 
that sailed out of Falmouth and Woods Hole. Above the shield is 
a ribbon bearing the words Suckanesset 1602, being the Indian 
name for the vicinity in 1602, when Gosnold visited it. The name 
Falmouth is attributed to the fact that Bartholomew Gosnold 
sailed from Falmouth, England, hither. 

In a white circle around the shield the words Town of Fal- 
mouth appear in the upper half, while, separated by clusters of 
cranberries, a large native industry, are the words Incorporated 
1686 at the base. Falmouth assumes that everyone knows where 
it is, for neither Massachusetts, Barnstable County, nor Cape Cod 
appear on the seal. 

The town was actually first settled by white men in 1660 when 
a group of Quakers from Barnstable and Sandwich, led by Isaac 
Robinson, son of the famous Pilgrim pastor, John Robinson, bought 
land from the Indians and began the book of the Proprietors’ Rec- 
ords, The Quaker meeting house is still having services, after 
nearly 300 years. A Congregational meeting house was built soon 
after 1660 in Falmouth, and the society still continues, occupying 
its fourth structure, built in 1796, which contains a bell cast by 
Paul Revere.” 

An article in the town report of March, 1897, revealed that the 
town took action by voting $75.00 for a town seal. 

To all knowledge the original Town Seal (stamp) used in the 
town clerk’s office was in use until 1946, when it was replaced by 
a new one. 

The pen and ink sketch of Falmouth’s interesting town seal, 
pictured on the report cover, is by artist Meredith A. Scott. 
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
